give them the wherewithal to rear their 
families in decent comfort and surroundings. 

Everyone having the plotholding movement 
at heart, continued the Lord Mayor, owed a 
deep debt of gratitude. to Mr. Thomas Shaw, 
the president of the United Irish Plotholders’ 
Union.

For 
a time the market practically dried up, and, 
with dealers ynwilling to commit themselves, 
an inevitable fall in prices ensued. Some

Unfortunately reliable news re- 
garding the trend of affairs in Argentina 1s 
lacking (says 7'he Ooserver). If present fears 
should prove substantiated, then it is obvious 
that even present prices are much in excess 
of those applicable to defaulted bonds. (In 
the other hand, should the alarm now felt be 
unjustified, Argentine Government Bonds are 
decidedly wndervalued, Most people regard 
it as unthinkable that the Argentine Govern- 
ment, with its good record, will take such a 
step, but suspension of sinking funds is con- 
sidered within the bounds of possibility. The 
problem in Argentina is the difficulty the 
world over of maintaining an existing debt 
structure on the low price levels ruling to- 
day, As in other countries, Argentina has its 
inflation party, and one plank in its platform, 
in addition to devaluation of the peso, is the 
suapension of the service of its external debt. 
At heart the Government is conservative in 
policv, holding strongly to the balancing of 
the Budget, the maintenance of the currency, 
and the honouring of obligations. The im- 
pression, however, has gained ground that 
the resignation of the Finance Minister last 
week signalled a victory for the inflation 
party, although usually well-informed quarters 
in London are advised that the inflation was 
not the direct cause of this event. It is 
stated that the real reason was a “cut” in 
Ministerial salaries which the Finance 
Minister had proposed.

WOMAN’S VIGIL OVER DEAD 
HUSBAND.

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MR. LANSBURY 
ON FASCISM. 


THE FAILURE OF 
CAPITALISM.” 


TRIBUTE TO MR. A. 
HENDERSON, 


R. GEORGE LANSBURY discussed 
M Fascism in his speech at Merthyr on 

Saturday last. The crisis in the world 
through which we are living is more serious 
than in 1914, he said. Fascisin, greatest of 
all enemies to human progress, stalks in 
many forms, naked and unashamed, through- 
out the world. We are urged to accept the 
hellish doctrines that-‘‘ might is right’ and 
brute force the only way of salvation. Men 
talk and prate of peace, sign agreements of 
non aggression, and all the time prepare for 
war. We all honour and appreciate the 
splendid work for disarmament carried on by 
Arthur Henderson. He is, however, dealing 
with men who do not intend to disarm; men 
to whom treaties are still scraps of paper, 
and whose law im life is the law of the 
juncle—“‘ necessity knows no law.” 

The old capitalism, he said, was passing 
away. Fascism had come into power for the 
purpose of using the vast powers of the State 
to bolster up private money-making. The 
great efforts of President Roosevelt in 
America proved conclusively that in future 
the world avould be confronted with economic 
nationalism, financed and partly controlled by 
the State. Hitler and Mussolini, each in his 
own brutal manner, pursued a similar policy. 
Under these systems the old individualism, 
with free trade and private enterprise, was 
dead, but industry in the States, Italy and 
(germany was still organised to provide rent, 
profit and interest. 


SOCIAL OWNERSHIP. 

Our policy for social ownership means the 
exact opposite, declared Mr. Lansbury. We 
desire to substitute national and international 
organisation for service, and not for profit- 
making. Therefore, the workers of the world 
must organise nationally and internationally, 
so as to secure political control of economic 
conditions. Unless this is done we shall pass 
into the servile state and become parts of a 
huge organisation, producing wealth for the 
benefit of the few. 

In their own country all the efforts of the 
Government were directed to help monopoly 
and money-maki~z. ‘The proposal for utilis- 
ing coal was a case in point; petrol was to 
be produced and financed solely for the 
purpose of ,rofit-making. Whatever the 
future had in store, Socialists must stick to 
their slogan: ‘‘ Co-operate or perish.’’ 

Mr. Baldwin, he continued, talks and 
writes indisputable nonsense when he charges 
some of us with desires to be dictators. Mr. 
Baidwin must look at home and clear his 
own doorstep. The present Tory Govern- 
ment has taken away from Parliament the 
pov or to levy taxes, and has given this 
power to a dictatorship of three men. 

Major Elliot, Minister of Agriculture, has 
been given the power of an absolute dictator 
to control food supplies, and raise prices for 
the purpose of safeguarding private profits 
and interest } 1ayments to the rentier classes. 
Mr. Baldwin talks sheer undiluted nonsense 
when he says we want to destroy the power 
of Parliament. He and his Government have 
done more to destroy the power of Parlia- 
ment than any other Government of modern 
times. 

Mr. Lansbury concluded: We must get a 
Government that will honour its bond, and 
declare its determination never again to 
allow war to desecrate the world. 


300 AEROPLANES 
IN “AIR WAR.” 


SUCCESS OF R.AF. 
EXERCISES. 


5,400 AIRMEN ENGAGED. 


I 

Three hundred and eighteen &oyal Air 
Force aeroplanes were engaged in the mimic 
‘‘air war” which occupied the greater part 
of four days last week. Much of the flying 
was done at night. Weather conditions in 
the earlier stages of the operations were ex- 
tremely bad, but in the aggregate the aero- 
planes flew thousands of hours and several 
hundreds of thousands of miles, As in 

1931 and 1952, no serious accident 
marred the course of the exercises. 

There could be no higher tribute to the 
skill of the R.A.F. personnel, 5,400 of whom 
participated in the ‘ war,” to the flying quali- 
ties of their aeroplanes and to the trust- 
worthiness of the engines employed. Such 
achievement means success in the acid test 
of intensive operations, where failure of man 
or machine is the penalty of imperfect train- 
ing and organisation, or of the employment 
of matériel which is not up to the work. 
Actually only one ‘incident’ is chalked up 
in the reeords of the 1935 “war”; once a 
pilot inadvertently steered his machine into 
the slipstream thrown back by the airscrew 
of his leader’s craft, and his engine choked, 
obliging him to make an immediate, but 
safe, landing. 


TOPICAL EXPERIMENT, 


The Air Staff will be <ngaged for some time 
on detailed study of the tactical and strategi- 
eal resuits of the exercises, Conditions were 
inevitably artificial to some extent; considera- 
tion for the safety of the personnel and de- 
limitation of the areas within which the aero- 
planes must move restricted the activities of 
the rival commanders. In one réspect the 
‘‘war’” possessed interest bearing on a ques- 
tion of topical moment. The mythical coun- 
try of ‘‘Southland” was equipped with a 
bombing force of 166 ‘planes; ‘' Northland '' 
was furnished only with fighting machines. 
The situation corresponded, therefore, to that 
which might arise if bombing aeroplanes were 
abolished by international agreement. 

Many strategists hold that the abolition of 
bombing eraft. would provide « pportunity for 
an aggressive Power to use civil aircraft for 
bombing purposes. . Against rach improvised 
bombing craft the attacked nation could send 
only defending fighters; it would be unable 
to employ the ent effect of counter- 
raids, éxcept by mobilising its own fleet of 
civil machines. It must,

BORDER “WAR” IN 
INDIA. 


TRIBES FLOUT 
ULTIMATUM. 


BOMBING TO START 
TO-MORROW. 
FOUR R.A.F. SOUADRONS 
READY.

OYAL AIR FORCE bombers are to 
attack tribal villages in the ‘‘ no 
man’s land’’ beyond the North-West 
Frontier of India at dawn to-morrow. 
Bombing Squadrons 11 and 29 from 
Risalpur, and Squadrons 27 and 60 from 
Kohat are standing by. 

The villages will be bombed if the 
Government of India’s ultimatum has not 
by then been complied with. 

The ultimatum, demanding the  sur- 
render of certain’ named agitators who 
have been fomenting trouble in the border 
districts, which is likely to affect others 
within the administrative area, expired on 
Saturday at midnight, and as there has 
been no sign of compliance, a further ulti- 
matum, threatening bombing from the air 
after a period of forty-eight hours, has 
i been delivered. 


PREPARING TO ATTACK, 


The threatened attack by the Upper 
Mohmands on the Halimzai has not yet 
materialised, though the Upper Mohmands 
are known to have been holding combined 
warlike jirgas (councils), at which repre- 
sentatives of the Bajauri were present, 

It is understood that Nadir Shah of 
Afghanistan, in addition to summoning 
the boy leader Ghulam Nabi to Kabul, 
has, as a further peace effort, sent Bad 
Shahgul and his brother, the sons of the 
old religious Mullah, the Haji of Tur- 
angzai, to the Upper Mohmands with the 
object of trying to dissuade them from 
attacking. It is officially reported, how- 
ever, that the Mohmands, for their part, 
are endeavouring to persuade these reli- 
gious leaders to join with them. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


An official communiqué publishea in 
Simla yesterday afternoon stated that the 
result of the deliberations of the hostile 
Mohmads who are threatening the 
Halimzai is not yet known. 

‘Tt is rumoured, however,” continues 
the communiqué, “ that they may either 
decide to launch. an immediate attack or 
await the result of the action which the 
India Government may take in the event 
of the non-surrender of the agitators by 
the Bajauris. 

‘In the méantime the Lower Mohmands 
have been assured of the Indian Govern- 
ment’s intention to come © to” ther 
assistanee, and the troops are now on the 
move from Shabkadar up the Gandao 
Valley, where the attack is expected.’” 

The troops number four thousand. 

In Bajaur the so-called “ pretender,”” 
who was previously reported as being an 
emissary of the Mad Fakir and as 
fomenting trouble against Nadir Shah, is 
reported to have moved to a village, pre- 
sumably Sarkanqik, a few miles distant 
from Kotkai, where he has been joined by 
Mohd Tahir. 

MENACE TO PEACE, 

The Khan of Khar, the Bajauri leader, 
is said to have held a jirga, at which he 
spoke in favour of handing these men over 
to the Indian Government] but he was 
opposed by Dilawar Khan and other tribal 
chiefs who were present. 

The inhabitants of the Charmung Valley 
—a tributary of the Bajauri River—are 
reported to be evacuating their homes in 
anticipation of the bombing by the 
Imperial troops. 

The attitude of the tribe in refusing to 
hand over the refugees is apparently based 
on the Pathan custom enjoining them te - 
safeguard any guest seeking protection. * 
While such a custom .may have a certain 
force in cases of intértribal troops, the 
Indian Government points out that it 
cannot override the obligations of the tribe 
to comply with its demands for the sur- 
render of persons whose presence in tribal 
areas 1s a definite menace to the peace of 
the border and the fulfilment of the 
Government’s international obligations,

Moreover, the lecturer’s 
changed. He had a genuinely happy trick 
of translation, and ever and anon he would 
give us a rendering that would throw the 
class into paroxysms of laughter. How far 
the laughter was in true appreciation of 
the joke, and how far it was aroused by 
the sphinx-like solemnity of Dr. Mooney’s 
face as he uttered it, I cannot tell. After 
our first week or two in his lectures, I 
remember we were fascinated by this 
remarkable solemnity, atid it became 
almost a point of procedure to see whether 
he could be trapped into smiling. On a 
few—a very few—occasions we succeeded, 
and those occasions were discussed after 
lecture ‘with almost schoolboyish excite- 
ment. At the same time, his lectures 
were immensely popular with us for their 
intrinsic interest and value. Dr. Mooney 
could turn out a better translation than any 
lecturer I ever heard, and I am not con- 
sciously exaggerating when I say that his 
lectures opened my eyes to the real magic 
of Vergil.

Very few people had any contact with 
Dr. Mooney outside the lecture-room. He 
was a genuine recluse. Once in after years 
I had occasion to call upon him—in actual 
fact, 16 was because I wanted him to give 
me a testimonial for a job. He gave it, 
and an extraordinarily kind and, I fear, 
undeserved testimonial it was. But on this 
occasion I succeeded in doing what very 
jew people of my acquaintance had ever 
‘im gaining admittance to his private 

He came out at my knock, brought 
me in, and invited me to sit down. I 
id helplessly around for a chair, and 
could see none that was not packed two or 
three feet high with books. Seeing my 
predicament, Dr. Mooney seized one of 
the chairs by the back, tilted it, and sent 
the volumes pell-mell to the floor. Books 
were everywhere in that room. If the 
owner wished to have a cup of tea laid on 
his table it-was necessary to knock a dozen 
volumes off it. If he wanted to reach his 
bedroom, he had to step over a group of 
great tomes that were strewn on the 
ground around his chair.

when he died, as years count in Trinity, 
he was almost a legendary figure to the vast 
majority of undergraduates, They knew 
that he existed, but hardly any of them 
n him.

One of the most interesting visitors to 
Dublin for the Conference of the British 
Medical Association was Doctor Ernest 
Milligan, the brother of Miss Alice 
Milligan, the Ulster poet and dramatist, 
who was recently elected to the Irish 
Acadamy of Letters.

| ATCiss Hester Plunket. 


I believe I am correct in stating that 
only two of the Dublin hospitals possess 
that very necessary agent of social service 
—the Lady Almoner. Miss Hester 
Plunket,: daughter of the Hon. B. J. 
Plunket and Mrs. Plunket, St. Ahn's, acts 
in that capacity at the Rotunda and the 
Adelaide Hospitals. In England the 
position of Lady Almoner is considered an 
important one, and those who fill it are 
both highly-trained and well paid. Here 
it is different; for the Almoner does not 
exist, In medieval times Almoners were 
an institution, but it is only since about 
1885 that the modern Lady Almoner came 
upon the scene. 

The duties of a Lady Almoner coincide 
with the sympathetic investigation of all 
the worldly needs of a patient after leav- 
ing hospital and even while the patient 
remains there. 

As is the case with every social worker, 
the Lady Almoner is striving all the time 
for a state of society where her work will 
cease to he needed—a goal which still 
seems far off in all big cities.

AMERICAN SHIPPING 
BOARD WINS APPEAL, 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 

FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 

_ MURNAGHAN.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered on Satur 
day in the appeal by the owners of the s.s. 
Hatteras, a vessel of the United States Ship- 
ing Board, in relation to liability for damage 
“8 vermin to 69 hogsheads of tobacco, shipped ' 
on the Hatteras at Norfolk, Va., U.S.A., and 
consigned to Michael MacNamara and Son, 
at Dublin. 
The owners of the vessel (defendants) 
appealed against so much of the High Court 
order of February 25th, 1932, as declared that, 
on the true construction of the bills of 
lading, and in the absence of ne ligence, as 
alleged, they were liable for the damage 
caused to plaintiffs’ tobacco. They ‘applied 
for an order declaring that, in the absence 
of prettily Aaah not liable for damage 
to the tobacco. ey also asked for the costs 
of and incidental to this motion, and order 
to be made thereon. 

The Chief Justice examined in detail the 
evidence given by experts on ‘behalf af both 
the appellants and the respondents, and said 
that, in his opinion, the determination of 
the question by the High Court was erroneous 
and should be set aide. The answer to the 
first question: “‘ Whether, on the true con- 
bills of lading and in the 


hwy? or the Secretary of State. 
The Chief Justice, in his judgment, said 
that in his opiniot sub-section one of 
section three of the Irish Free State ( Conse- 
quential Provisions) Act, 1922, created a 
trust in terms fur the purpose of providing 
in Ireland cottages with or without plots or 
gardens for the acconmodation of men who 
served in any of His Majesty’s naval, mili- 
tary, or air forces in the Great War, and 
for other purposes incidenial thereto. A 
body was to be established, consisting of five 
members, three of whom we.e to be ap- 
= by the Secretary of State, one by the 
resident of the Executive Council of the 
Irish Free State, anl one by the Prime 
Minister of Northern Lrelan An ineur- 
ee body was set up, named the Irish 
ilors and Soldiers’ Land Trust, and was 
referred to as ‘‘ the Trust.” 

Sub-section four of the section provided for 
the financing of the Trust, and sub-section 
five fer the making by the Treasury of re- 
gulations i eo, procedure, and generally 
regarding the manne: in which the Trust 
was to carry out their duties 


“ EXTRAORDINARY.” 


The Trust, continued the Chief Justice. 
seemed to him to have taken up in that Court 
a very extraordinary position. While pur- 
porting to represent the British Treasury, 
they were, in fact, in his opinion, under the 
section. trustees of an instrument of trust 
made in favour of the persons named in that. 
section, to receive money from the British 
Treasury and hold it upon the trust, the 
foundation of which was laid in that section, 
and that trust, on its own terms, as set out 
in Sub-section 1, was to provide cottages for 
the accommodation of men who served in 
the British forces in the Great War. 

There was nothing in that section about 
rhea, houses to be let at cheap rents, or 
ugh rents, or reasonable rents, or anything 
of that kind. The purpose of the Trust was. 
in its own terms, to provide housing in which 
the ex-Service men could live. But the 
astonishing and, in his opinion, preposterous 
claim was made on behalf of the Trust, in 
express terms, that the Trust, haying received 
money from the British Treasury, allotted for 
this purpose, which, on its surface, was, and 
was generally understood as a matter of 
public interest to have been, something in 
the nature of an acknowledgment and thanks- 
offering for services rendered, was held bv 
the Trust upon certain trusts in favour of 
the men, with a resultant trust in favour of 
the British Treasury, 


THE TRUST’S CLAIM, 


That claim was made expressly in that 
Court, and that the Trust in favour of the 
men. was to build houses and let them, that 
they were entitled to charge rents, and, it 
was expressly said, such rents as would re- 
fund the money expended upon the houses, 
and that, when the body of these men dis- 
appeared, as ultimately it must, then this 
trust was to help any trust for the British 
Treasury. 

He ventured to describe that claim on the 
part of the Trust as utterly preposterous. and 
no less preposterous, inde , tham somé of 
those which had been put forward on behalf 
of the men. In his opinion, the true mean- 
ing of the section was that the British 
Treasury advanced this sum of money to this 
administrative body of trustees to provide 
houses for the occupation of ex-Service men 
during their lives, and he could find no 


i foundation for the claim made on behalf of 
ithe men that the houses were to be absolute 


gifts, or that they were to be held in fee. 
simple, or that their heirs or widows were to 
be entitled to them. The Trust was to pro- 
vide houses in which the victims of the Great 
War could live during their lives, and in his 
opinion there was no power whatever to 
charge those selected objects of this Trust 
any rent for such residences, Those men 
were a dwindling number. and ultimately 
would have entirely disappeared, whereupon 
there would be a resultant trust of the houses 
erected out of the fund for the British 
Treasury. 


If the fund had been administered in the . 


full and generous spirit in which apparently 
it was intended to be administered there 
should not be a large fund remaining over to 
pass with the houses ypon that resultant trust 
as between the donors of the fund and the 
trustees and the third party. 

In his opinion this fund was not a charity, 
but a private and temporary trust. It was 
not for the benefit of the community of 
Saorstat Eireann, but for definite persons to 
be selected from a number of definite persons 
who could be named, whose number could 
never be increased, but must dwindle and 


disappear, 
NO INTEREST. 


In his opinion, from the point of view of 
the Free State, the Attorney-General of the 
Saorstat had no interest in this Trust, al- 
though the Government had a representative 
on the Board. No proceedings for the ad- 
ministration of that ad could be instituted 
by a son other than the Attorney- 
General of Great Britain. 

No action could be brought here, or any- 
where, fo: the administcation of the Trust 
otherwise than at the instance of the 
Attorney-General of Great Britain, acting on 
behalf of the Britisn Government and the 
British Treasury. But as regards the houses 
built here out of that fund and held by the 
Trust body in trust for the selected men who 
got into the houses as cestui que trust, those 
men were clearly entitled to bring proceed- 
ings here for the purpose of enforcing their 
rights and for the purpose of resisting such 
claims as had been made against them for | 
payment of rent or ‘otherwise. 

_ Lhey were entitled, in his opinion, to sue 
in those Courts in respect of ilands and 
houses, though they were not to be compelled 
while in occupation of those houses to con- 
tribute moneys, whether in the guise of rent 
or otherwise, for the pur of reconstruct- 
ing the fund which had been applied for the 
building of those houses. On the other hand, 
the men themselves were, in his opinion, 
when put in possession of those houses, bound 
to maintain and keep them in proper con- 
dition, and the Trust was entitled to enforce 
those obligations in the Free State Courts ; 
and if the. occupants of those houses were 
guilty of waste ov destruction, he had no 
oubt that the Courts had jurisdiction to 
deal with such acts: and, if necessary, recover 
possession from the occupants,

pend upon a consideration of the various 
documents referred to in the declaration. He 
examined in detail the bearing of these 
documents on the claims of the plaintiffs, and 
referred to the difference between the pro- 


vision of cottages for ex-soldiers and ex- 
sailors, He thought it was a more reasonable 
consideration to say that the money available 
under this Trust should be employed in builr- 
ing houses rent free, unless there was some 
express provision in the Act to show that 
rents should be charged. The scope and 
object. of the Act of 1922, and the amount of 
money provided, made it reasonably clear 
that it was not the intention of the legisla- 
ture to authorise the charging of any rent 
for the cottages under the control of the 
Irish Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Land Trust.

The Court made an order allowing the 

appeal so far as regarded the claim by the 
ex-Servicemen that no rent was payable by 
them to the Trust, and discharging the 
whole of the order of the High Court. The 
appellants were also awafded their costs of 
the appeal. 
s Mr. P. Lynch, K.C., said that, in the High 
Court, a special order was made respecting 
the costs of the Attorney-General, and direct- 
ing that they should be paid out of the 
fund. 

Chief Justice—Why should he be allowed 
costs ? 

Mr. Lynch—He was brought in as a de- 
fendant. 

Chief Justice—Higs whole attitude has been 
to come in and say that he should not be 
here.

MEMORANDUM TO THE 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL. 


The Civil Service Joint Committee, which 
represents the Post Office Workers’ Union, 
the Civil Service Clerical Association, the 
Customs and Excise Association and the 
Association of Officers of Taxes, has forwarded 
to members of the Executive Council a. 
memorandum on the Johnson report on the 
cost of pig index figure and the general 
question of the cost-of-living bonus. 

In this memorandum it is urged that, 
in order that the whole position may 
be further examined by the Civil Ser- 
vice organisations and the Government, 
a scheme of stability should be drawn 
up based on the continuance of the 
existing rates of bonus until the end of 1934. 
The existing rates are based on the figure 60 
for officers whose basic wages do not exceed 
£2 per week, and on the figure 55 for officers 
whose basic rates are in excess of that 
amount. . 

This proposal is made conditional on the 
figure not rising $o as to give a rounding u 
average of 70 or falling so as to give a round- 
ing up average of 35.

SENATOR FORAN’S 
COMPLAINT.

GIRL LABOUR IN 
NEW INDUSTRIES, 


—#—— 


HE twenty-fourth annual meeting of the 
ae Irish Transport and General Workers;Union 
& opened at Killarney, yesterday. Delegates 
from all parts of Ireland were in attendance. 

Senator Thomas Foran, General President 
of the Union, in welcoming the delegates, 
said that in the year under review there had 
been substantial pp ar en in, the rd 
and in the finances of the organisation. 

Referring to the fact that there had been 
considerable @ndustrial development in the 
Irish Free State*during the past year, the 
speaker said that unfortunately the tendency 
of modern industrial development in Ireland 
had been towards the creation of employment 
for juveniles, and mostly for girl-labour at 
that. Realising this, and seeing that in many 
cases working conditions in these new in- 
dustries were deplorable, the Irish Transport 
and General Workers’ Union had now under- 
taken the organisation of these re 
both boys and girls, as well as adults. 

The Senator went on to state that in some 
cases advantage of the situation, and of the 
tariffs, had been taken by employers, with 
little regard for the Factory Acts and other 
forms of protection for the workers. He said 
that this was a matter to which the union 
was paying close attention. 


FLOUR-MILLING, 


Mr. Foran pointed out that the union 
would raise the question of modern develop- 
ments in machinery at the Irish Trades 
Union Congress in the next few days. He 
mentioned that the delegates themselves had 
seen that,'since the present Irish Free State 
Government had created what amounted to 
an Irish monopoly of flour-milling, there 
had been a greatly increased output in the 
milling industry, but there had been a de- 
crease in the total number of people employed 
in the industry. ‘Through the efforts of the 
union, working through the Labour Party in 
the Dail and Senate, the rights of the 
workers to fair conditions had been recog- 
nised by the Government, and trade union 
wages and conditions clauses had been intro- 
duced into the legislation governing flour- 
milling, house-building and the proposed big 
development of cement manufacture. 

Referring to the general question of trade 
unionism, Senator Foran said that he saw 
the possible break-up of foreign trade 
unionism in this country. In all parts of 
Ireland the workers were recognising the 
greater effectiveness, both for attack and 
defence, of trade unions managed and con- 
trolled and led from within Ireland. this 
was all to the good, but he mped not remind 
the delegates of that union that small unions, 
directed by men with little experience of 
leading fighting trade umions, were really a 
weakness to the workers’ movement and to 


the t:ade unioys. 
TRANSPORT. 


Dealing with transport matters, the speaker 
said that since they had last met there had 
been much development in the transport ser 
vices, and this development had brought 
with it a big increase in the membership of 
the transport section of the union. 

In conclusion, he said that there still re- 
mained much for the union to do. Some of 
the most pressing problems, such as the need 
for an Agricultural Wages Board for the 
lowly paid farm workers, the question of 
machinery and unemployment, the effects of 
tariffs on- industry, and on such services as 
dock work, etc., would engage their attention 
at the Union Conference and at the Trade 
Union Congress. 

After the election of tellers and scrutineers 
the conference adjourned until to-day, when 
addresses will be delivered by Messrs. 
William O’Brien, General Secretary, and 
Thomas Kennedy, Vice-President, and the 
resolutions on the agenda will be taken.

Under the distinguished patronage of the 


Medical Association came go an end on 
Saturday, and most of the visiting dele- 
gates already have left Dublin for their 
homes in Great Britain. By general con- 
sent, the Dublin conference was one of the 
most successful gatherings in the history 
of the Association. There was a large 
and representative attendance ; the papers 
were interesting and of scientific value, 
and the fineness of the weather contributed 
very largely to the visitors’ enjoyment. 
From the Irish point of view, the marked 
success of the conference is a matter of 
the utmost satisfaction. There is no doubt 
that much misunderstanding exists im 
Great Britain and elsewhere regarding 
conditions in this country, and par- 
ticularly in the Irish Free State. 
“ Sensational’’ reports in the popular. 
newspapers have created the impression 
that Ireland is seething with unrest, and 
timid persons often hesitate to visit us on 
that account. The hundreds of delegates 
who attended last week’s conference came 
from all parts of the neighbouring island. 
Every one of them is a person of 
standing in his own area, and will be able 
to do much on his return to dispel the idea 
that Ireland is little better than a halí- 
civilised country. They all were impressed 
very strongly.by the progress that is being 
made by the Irish medical schools; they 
found that the Irish people have a high 
regard for the arts and sciences ; and from 
the beginning to the end of their stay in 
Dublin there was not an unpleasant 
incident. May we hope that the visit of 
the British Medical Association will do 
something, however small, to improve 
relations between the British and the Irish 
peoples? In an admirable speech at the 
annnal dinner of the Association Sir 
Henry Brackenbury, one of the most dis- 
tinguished of the visiting doctors, ex- 
pressed the belief that such ‘gatherings 
might have “some influence in con- 
tributing to the friendliness and sym- 
pathies of peoples from various countries 
who hope for a better understanding an‘ 
for closer co-operation between Adminis- 
trations and Governments.”’

All 
the resources of organised publicity are 
being used to advance his plan. Cinemas, 
newspapers, platforms, airctaft, electric 
signs, the broadcasting stations—al] play 
their part in the colossal campaign. The 
United States resembles nothing so much 
as an enormously magnified village in the 
throes of preparation for its annual sale 
of work, Normally the American 
loves crises of this sort. The Irishman 
loves them for a day or two; the English- 
man, at a pineh, can wallow in nation- 
wide sentimentality for a matter of weeks, 
but the American’s stronger capacity for 
political brainstorms may enable President 
Roosevelt, if he plays his cards aright, to 
keep the fine frenzy rolling for quite a long 
time. He may succeed ; but the possibility 
is that the smaller industrialists, who have 
drunk the bitter waters of distress for two 
or three years past, have lost their 
susceptibility to fine words in the process. 
For the sake of many millions of starving 
men we hope that the President’s hopes 
will be realised; but we have an uneasy 
feeling that such results as he expects 
can be achieved only by the sacrifice of 
all democratic principle. 


The Davis Cup. 


After twenty-one years in the wilderness, 
Great Britain has regained the Davis Cup, 
Yesterday's play in Paris was an illustra- 
tion of the ‘ glorious uncertainty” which 
is the chief delight of sport at its best. 
The result of the matches on the first day 
had seemed to leave little doubt on the 
final issue; but M. Cochet is not a player 
to give way to despair.

The American Experiment. 

One must defer to President Roosevelt’s 
apparently unbounded energy and enthu- 
siasm.

That 
part of her commerce which had not gone 
was going; fifteen million unemployed 
were walking her streets; factories were 
closing down every day, and the prospect 
was that conditions would become very 
much worse before the end of the 
year. Now President Roosevelt, burst- 
ing ‘with .energy, has set himself to 
restore the ingerndl prosperity of the 
United States. The essence of his plan is 
that the available work shall be spread 
over a greater number of citizens by a 
reduction in working hours, and that the 
general purchasing power shall be increased 
by higher wages. Economists, both in 
America and elsewhere, have quarrelled 
over the theoretical efficiency of this 
system; but the President believes in it 
with a whole heart. At all events, he can 
point to the fact that, since his access to 
power, two million men. have found jobs, 
and can ask the cr'ties to explain that fact

GRAZIERS’ PROFITS. 

TO THK EDITOR OF THE ‘Kish TIMES 

Srr,—In yesterday's debate on ‘the Land 
Bill in the Dail, Mr. Aiken is reported to 
have said that the ygraziers were not hit at 
all by the economic war, because, if they 
had sold their beasts cheaply, they had also 
bought them cheaply. Of course, this is in- 
correct. 

lf cattle are bought and sold at the same 
price per cwt., the profit vanes in direct 
proportion to the price; the higher the price 
the larger the profit. 

The profit that a farmer makes out of any 
beast 1s derived f 2m growth and improved 
condition, represented by the extra weight 
the animal puts on while it is in his posses- 
sion, less the cost of food and attendance. 
In the case of grass fed beasts, these latter 
vary little from year to year, so may be left 
out of our calculations. Suppose a _ bullock 
weighs 6 cwt. when bought, and 9 cwt. when 
sold, his owner’s gross profit is the value of 
the additional 3 cwt, of beast that he has to 
sell, At £1 per cwt. this will be £3, at 30s. 
per cwt. £4 10s., and so on. It is astonish- 
ing how often one hears this statement made 
by people who ought to know better.— Yours,

MR. BLYTHE'S STATEMENT.

- ENERAL O’DUFFY, at a meeting in 
connection with the National Guard of 
Kilkenny and County Carlow yesterday, re- 
ferred to the revocation of licences held 
by certain possessors of firearms.

They have no 
idea of the arms in the possession of those 
other organisations, and, accordingly, 
these organisations may retain their arms 
without permits. i 

This is most unfair discrimination 
Decent, law-abiding citizens who, in the 
opinion of the loca] superintendent of the 
Gardai, require a revdlver for their 
personal safety, are now deprived of pre 
tection from their would-be assailants. 

I have been ten and a half years Uon.- 
missioner of Gardai in this country. 
During that period many bank robbers, 
house-breakers, ctc., have been prosecute: 
end imprisoned. 


LIFE IN DANGER? 


All these are armed. Will the local 

superintendent who has revoked my 
licence, give a guarantee to me and to you, 
that our lives are not in danger ?—that 
these people who were imprisoned for ther 
crimes may not be permitted to vent their 
spite on me, in a spirit of revenge, an‘l 
holding me as chief officer of police, re- 
sponsible for their capture and punish- 
ment ? 
_ It is a very serious responsibility, and 
it is the more.serious still if political 
leaders can interfere with the discretion 
of the local superintendent. 

The superintendent alone has the 
authority on this matter. Neither his 
superiors in the Gardai nor the Minister 
for Justice can interfere with his dis- 
cretion according to the Act. 

Last week, at a political meeting in 
Cork City, it was demanded that pensions 
should be withdrawn from the members 
of the National Guard. Since that, the 
Minister for Justice has brought in 
another amendment, authorising him to 
suspend my pension. 

The second demand of that meeting in 
Cork was that members of the National 
Guard should not be permitted to wear 
uniforms. 

The English newspapers have now said 
that we will not be permitted to wear 
uniform on the 13th day of August at the 
commemoration, 

A third demand from Cork was that 
— to carry arms should be withdrawn 
rom members of the National Guard. 
The permits have now been withdrawn.

OBJECT OF THE GUARD.

FIREARMS ACT. 


THE REVUCATION OF 
LICENCES. 
By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

It is understood that the action. of t'Te 
Free State authorities in regard to the 
collection of firearms is being taken under 
the Firearms Act; 1925. Under this Act 
licences to carry firearms are granted by 
superintendents of the Civic Guard, and 
are revokable by them for the following 
reasons :— 

(a) Because the holder has no good 
cause for requiring a firearm ; 

(b) is a person who cannot without 
danger to the public safety be permitted 
to have a firearm in his possession ; 

(c) is a person who is declared by the 
Act to be disentitled to hold a firearm 
certificate; ., 

(d) or is using the firearms for purposes 
not authorised the certificate. 

Persons who are disentitled to hold a 
firearm certificate include “ any person 
who is subject to the supervision of the 
police,”’ 3 

The Act provides that all certificates 'o 
carry firearms, no matter when granted, 
expire on the 3ist July of each year. This 
means that all certificates hitherto in 
operation expire to-day, and consequently 
the revocation of the certificate of some of

drove wide to bring the score to 3-4. How- 
ever, the Englishman took the next game 
for a lead of two sets to one. 

Cochet opened the fourth set with ser- 
vice and fought it through deuce points. 
His returns to the deep corners were still 
sailing out, and Austin, for fear of falling 
into the same error, was still inclined to 
play short. Finally, Cochet hit oves the 
back lineto give Austin the first game. 
Austin smashed home for the second game, 
but he was run out in the third, Cochet 
racing to and fro along the back line. 
Returns .to Austin’s backhand nearly 
robbed him of the fourth game, but 
Cochet ended by beittg too clever, missing 
the line by a fraction of an inch, and 
Austin led by 3-1. 

Cochet was obviously husbanding his 
forces, only running when strictly neces- 
sary, but was by no means exhausted. He 
put up a most magnificent show in the 
fifth game, dropping a volley to Austin’s 
feet, placing to the corner and retrieving 
everything. Austin’s lead was shortened 
to 3-2. Austin nearly saved his service in 
the sixth game with a grand lob, but 
finally Cochet caught him with another of 
those diagonal strokes to the corner, to 
level the score at three games apiece. 
Here Cochet slacked down for a moment, 
allowing Austin to break through for the 
lead at 4-3. 

Austin seemed to weary; the fire went 
out of the smashes and so did the speed, 
while Cochet played as one possessed. He 
broke through service to level at 4 all, and 
then carried his service to love. Back 
came every one of Austin’s returns, 
volleyed from tne net to points which 
Austin could not possibly reach. The 
Frenchman again broke through service 
in the next game for set. 


AUSTIN’S MISSED 
OPPORTUNITY. 


More and more dogged and tense became 
the struggle when the fifth and final set 
began.

VALENTIA.

ETTER weather is on its way across 
the Atlantic. The latest forecast 
states that an anti-cyclone is. moving 
northwards across the Atlantic, and the 
Italian air officials at Valentia expect that 
a start may be made by General Balbo 
and his fellow-airmen from Newfoundland 
to-morrow. . 
A storm broke over Valentia on Satur- 
dav might, and all day yesterday heavy 
rain and boisterous seas drenched hun- 
dreds of excursionists who made their 
way to the island. But by last evening 
the storm had spent its force, the sky 
cleared, and there was every promise of a 
nick return to the beautiful weather that 
had, until the week-end, been experienced 
since the beginning of the month. 3 
Sunday’s bulletin from the other side 
of the Atlantic, where the twenty-four 
flying boats are waiting to take off, was 
that winds and fog were preventing a 
start. 


LANDING LIGHTS ARRIVE. 


The crowds who swelled the already 
greatly-increased population of Valentia 
came by motor car, motor 'bus and cycle 
from all parts of Munster, and a special 
train was run from Tralee. The ferrymen 
reaped a rich harvest, and catering estab- 
lishments were almost overwhelmed. 

It had been arranged that the Civie Guard 
Band, under Superintendent Delaney, 
should give performances on the prome- 
nade in the morning and evening, but the 
weather prevented this, and in order not 
to disappoint the cosmopolitan audience, 
the proprietor of the Royal Hotel offered 
the balcony of his premises as a band- 
stand. 

Lady Bailey is among those who have 
now arrived to greet the airmen. 

The twenty tons of stores, including 
searchlights and landing lights, consigned 
from Italy to Valentia, arrived on Satur- 
day night. «Travelling in special train- 
ferry wagons, the stores were hurried from 
Harwich to Fishguard, thence to Rosslare, 
and the Great Southern Railways brought 
the goods to Valentia.

LIVELINESS EXPECTED IN 
THE YELLOW SEA.

AFTER THE 
CONFERENCE. 


The Times in a leading article to-day, after 
remarking that in all the comments so far 
on the failure of the World Conference there 
has been a most welcome absence of any ten- 
dency to indulge in recrimination, proceeds : 
On the whole, indeed, it is fair to say that, 
although the Conference has revealed formld- 
abie obstacles blocking the way to  inter- 
national co-operation, it has strengthened 
rather than weakened the desire to co- 
operate. Of the developments, incomparably 
the most important is the agreement reached 
by the British Empire delegations on 
the principles of the monetary policy 
which the Governments of the Empire intend 
to pursue in close co-operation with one 
another, and which they hope will secure 
stability of the exchanges, not only within 
the Empire, but over a still wider area. This 
agreement was the fruit of discussions which 


gates reached London, and which ranged over 
an extensive field. Not only was it desirable 
that the Empire delegations should act as far 
as possible in concert on the issues before 
the Conference, most of which, indeed, they 
had already discussed at Ottawa. It was 
also clearly desirable that advantage should 
be taken of the gathering together of so 
many ot the leading members of the Empire 
Governments to review the working of the 
Uttawa agreements, to clear up difficulties 
which had arisen on both sides, and to 
arrange for closer co-operation in future. 
It is no secret that these discussions were 
not always plain sailing. Great Britain 
felt that she had a ‘grievance against the 
Dominions for the tardiness with which they 
were carrying out their undertakings to give 
British trade more satisfactory treatment in 
their markets. The Dominions, for their 
part, felt that they were being hardly 
treated in being pressed to accept restric 
tions on the volume of their exports to 
Great Britain, and they pointed out very 
frankly that, unless there was a 
substantial rise in the prices of 
their staple products, they could not 
meet the charges on their debts with a re- 
duced volume of exports, to say nothing of 
increasing. the amount of their imports from 
Great Britain. So far as these grievances 
weye mere misunderstandings, they have been 
removed by a discussion which was equally 
frank on both sides. So far as they had a 
solid basis—and it can hardly be denied that 
both Great Britain and the Dominions had 
some legitimate grounds for complaint—the 
situation should be greatly improved by the 
agreeme"t embodied in the comprehensive 
statement issued last weak.

The meeting marked the opening of a 
week of important discussions, which will 
cover a wide range of educational 
problems. Mee: 

In her address to the section, the Chair- 
man, Mrs, A. H. Reeve, of Philadelphia, 
remarked that the home and schoo] move- 
ment had become world-wide, both parents 
and educators recognising their obligation 
to consider the whole child in his three 
major environments of home, school and 
community. Moreover, the term ‘ educa- 
tion,” once considered as synonymous 
with instruction, had now been broadened 
to cover the span between life and death. 

The school child was not a being exis- 
tent only during the schoo] day, whose 
reactions to certain stimuli there supplied 
might be counted on. He brought with 
him the effect of parental influences, car- 
ried back to the home the. inspiration, 
or lack of it, supplied by the school, and 
in the community found his progress 
through recreation, and his broader social 
contacts set forward or backward, accord- 
ing to the environment provided by the 
citizens through the community. 


PARENT AND PEDAGOGUE, 


The school had become to some degree 
an extension of the home. It was, there- 
fore, only reasonable that the gap be- 
tween parent and pedagogue should 49 
closed, and the system of training to 
which the child was subjected made con- 
tinuous, both in principle and practice, 
from infancy throughout childhood and 
adolescence. No longer did the school 
receive the pupil as a blank page upon 
which its theories might be indelibly 
stamped. 

Defining the responsibilities of teacher 
and parent, Mrs. Reeve said: ‘‘ The school 
should furnish a practi¢al philosaphy cf 
education, skill in realising the philo- 


| sophy, understanding of the child, and 


I 
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| 
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appreciation of the child’s environment. 
The parent should contribute financial 
support of education, a knowledge of the 
philosophy underlying it, some under- 
standing of the skill required to realise 
that philosophy, and a willingness to 
control as far as possible the environment 
of the child; so as not to neutralise cr 
nullify the efforts of the school.”’ 


SOUL OF THE CHILD. 


In a paper entitled “ The Mind of the 
Normal Child,” the Hon. Mrs. . E. 
Franklin, of the Parents’ Nationa! Educa- 
tional Union, England, said that they 
had become much wiser in regard to the 
child’s body. but she believed they had 
still a long way to go in regard to that 
other intangible part of the child—the 
soul, or spirit. Personality was built up 
on ideas, and all the child’s natural 
powers must be fed. 

Some of them did not feel attached to 
this or that organised religion; but a 
religious and spiritual, and, she would 
say, a God-loving attitude of mind, was. 
the possession of more young parents 
than they cared to acknowledge, and it 
must be handed on. 

Mr. E. M. Stevhens, of Dublin, said 
that, if an educational system played on 
the instiact of self-protection, it would 
produce the very end that it aimed to 
avoid. It would close the mind against 
the knowledge which ought to be absorbed. 
They must look upon fear as a thing not 
to be eliminated, but to be directed to 
its proper end in the life of the indi- 
vidual. 

Dr. Paul de Vuvst, of the Ligne de 
l'Education Familiale, Belgium, said that 
they must seek efficiency in character- 
making, because it was the most impor- 
tant thing. They must discover better 
methods of building character, and when 


| they applied them they would have a 


| 


better civilisation. 


ENFORCED LEISURE. 

Mrs. Ivah E. Deering, Cincinnati, 
U.S.A., asked if it were true that their 
process of education had created a race 
of flabby minds, which could not cope 
with the obstacles before them and sank 
back into pessimism. In their efforts to 
retrench they had frequently taken the 
very methods that hindered youth when 
he found himself adrift, with more en- 
forced leisure than he knew how to use. 
In America the first schools to be eiimt- 
nated were those for the handicapped and 
for manual training. Then followed de- 
partments of music, art, physical educa- 
tion, dramatics, and kindred subjects—a 
policy both short-sighted and untimely. 

They had handicapped unemployed 
youth and thrown a greater burden on 
his shoulders than they had trained him 
to bear. The child must ba taught the 
use of more leisure. No longer could 
they conceive the purpose of education 
only as the making of a living. 

Whether they had yet found the effec- 
tive guidance of emotions in home or 
school was a question. ‘‘ Character,’’ she 
continued, “is built by experience. Just 
as no person can educate another, so it 
is clear no person can achieve character 
for another. Only the youth himself, 
through trial and error, through success 
and failure, can became a person able to 
face the difficult without flinching, the 
terror without fear.’’ 


PARENTS TO BLAME, 

The Hon, Mrs. E. Franklin, speaking 
of the problem of leisure, said: that 
parents were very much to blame. Those 
who had money were so anxious that their 
children should not lose any opportunity 
that they filled up the children’s time 
learning extra subjects. In the schools 
every moment was profitably or unprofit- 
ably filled up, and the child had very 
few moments which were really its own 
in the home.

12 to 17 from 16 to 3 marks; for Nos. 18 to 
22 from 22 to 40 marks ; for Nos. 23 to 52 
from 28 to 56 marks; for Nos. 33 to 47 from 
36 to 80 marks; for Nos. 48 to 63 from 44 
to 120 marks, and for Nos. 64 to 83 from

THE PRINCIPLES LEARNT. 
IN YOUTH. 

The Presbyterian. members of the Con.

The 
first General Assembly of the Kirk of Seot- 
land, in 1560, enacted many important resolu- 
tions in regard to education, and it was a fine 
tribute to the Reformers that, so far as lay 
in their power, they were determined to pre- 
vent ignorance in Scotland. In no other 
country was education estabhshed on a more 
democratic basis, and in none had there been 
a more equal opportunity for education, 

Thé members of the Federation? he- eon- 
tinued, were not only educationalists, but 
educational idealists. The Federation was 
formed eight or nine years ago to further 
wsrld peace by means of education. It 
wanted to give a new view of history, to 
forget many things that were still bitterly 
remembered, to show that war was not the 
chief end of man, and, above all; to make 
their pupils realise that the children of other 
lands were not naturally their enemies. 

Teachers belonged to an ancient and 
honourable profession—one that was held in 
hich @steem in the Bible, and was still re- 
garded in the same light by all men of under- 
standing. It was significant that in two out- 
standing Bibheal characters they had re- 
ceivéd the best education that their times 
were cepab'e of giving. Moses was brought 
up in the Court oí Pharaoh, and was learned 
in all the wisdom of the Egyptians, at that 
time the most advanced and cultured race on 
earth. St. Paul, after an undergraduate 
course in the University of Tarsus, proceeded 
to Jerusalem’*for* his theological training, 
when he sat at the feet of Gamaliel, and was 
his most distinguished student. 

Knowledge in itself was not education, and 
they had learned in the war that ‘‘ educated ”’ 
men ‘could do more mischief in the world 
than dullards. If knowledge were used for 
bad ends, as Machiavelli and Benvenuto 
Cellini had used it, the evil was increased in 
proportion to the knowledge. The real pur- 

se of education was to produce character, 
and, therefore, the methods of education must 
always include the moral and spiritual laws 
that govern life. 

The reward of education was not material 
success, but in the fact that the principles 
learned in youth would not be departed from. 
“Train up a child in the way he should go, 
and When he js old he will not depart from 
it.” It was in the early years that character 
snd habits were formed, and it was from 16 
tú 21 that men were converted—some to God 
and some to the. devil.

BATHERS DROWNED. 

Hundreds of holiday-makers on the beach 
neat Withernsea, Yorkshire, last night, saw a 
youth, George Percival, 18 years, a farm 
servant, of Owstwick, near Hedon, who was 
bathing, suddenly throw up his hands and 
disappear. Scores of bathers were in the sea 
at the time, and although Percival could be 
seen drifting out to sea it was impossible 
to rescue him owing to the rough sea and the 
rapidly receding tide. 
Thousands of people were on the beach 
at Horneea, on the Yorkshire coast, when 
cries for help were heard, and a girl, Mary 
Huzzard, 21 years, was dragged unconscious 
from the sea. Her rescuer collapsed as he 
reached the water edge safely. Artificial 
respiration was tried, but the girl was dead. 

Two youths were then seen to be in diffi- 
culties, and a boat was rushed to their 
assistance. One of them, Ronald Milner, of 
Hull, was pulled out of the sea, but his 
companion, Stanley Wilkinson, also of Hull, 
was not seen again, although an exhaustive 
search was made for his body.

been bold enough to apply this policy with 
the rigour and energy with which it must 
be applied.

BRITAIN BEATS FRANCE 
AT THE WHITE CITY, 


Great Britain defeated France by eight events 
to six (6514 points to 5454) on Saturday at the 
White City, London, in an athletic match. 

The pluck of J. Keller, the French champion, 
and the mistaken tactics of C. Whitehead, the 
British title-holder, who ran outside his team- 
mate, T, H, Scrimshaw, for a complete Jap, helped 
towards a French victory in the half-mile. Scrim- 
shaw led from the start until ten yards from the 
tape, when he was caught by Keller. In a 
deaperate spurt the Frenchman thrust his chest in 
front on the tape te win by inches in 1 min. 57 secs. 

In the three miles R. Rochard, a stylish rnnner 
in his ‘tecns, took his British rivals by surprise 
when he spurted more than half a mile from the 
finish, and won by fifty yards in 14 mins, 41 
secs., the fastest time in the history of the match, 

At the half-way stage, with seven of the fourteen 
events decided, Great Britain led by nearly forty 
points, but the Frenchmen earned many points in 
the field contests, and made the issue closer than 
appeared to be possible. J. Noel (France) beat 
the British’ diseus record with his throw of 157 
feet 9!2 inches.

Hun arian Scouts will 
dance the Csardas, the ots the High- 
land Fling; Bosnian mK will sing of their 
rugged mountains, and Bretons of their wild 
sea and peaceful villages. 

It is expected that the Scouts will make the 
most of an “ International Swap Exchange,” 
which is being set up. Hungarian Scouts have 
already placed on the market three train loads 
of ‘‘ orphans’ hair,” a Hungarian fern which 
decorates their hats. They hope to barter 
this for Indian tomahawks, Egyptian fezes, 
and, possibly, Ny 47 cigarettes. 

A talking film, 4,500 feet in length, will be 
made of the Jamboree. 

The British contingent will be met at the 
Hungarian frontier by 13 Hungarian Scouts, 
who all speak English. A number of them 
have already camped in England with British 
Scouts. 

They will live with the British contingent 
during the camp and will be known as 
‘‘ cousins.”’ A tent is being erected in the 
centre of the ground for Lord Baden Powell, 
the Chief Scout. 


PRESIDENT DEFIED. 


U.S. GOLD HOARDERS'’ 
ACTION.

Threat aíter threat has failed to make a 
number of American gold “' hoarders ” turn 
over their gold to the United States Govern- 
ment. They still turn a deaf ear to Pre- 
sident Roosevelt's executive order. 
Two hundred and eleven of 
“hoarders,” in particular, are defying the 
United States Government to come and take 
their gold, states Reuter’s Washington Cor- 
respondent. The Attorney-General says that 
these people hold 1,207,057 dollars’ worth 
of gold (£240,000 at par). Officials. of the 
Department of Justic: have repeatedly 
threatened them with prosecution, but ap- 
parently they believe that the President has 
exceeded. his constitutional authority, and 
that if the matter is brought tg the courts, 
the Sapreme Court will uphold their refusal: 

The Attorney-General said that when and 
how he would proceed against these 
‘hoarders ” had not beon determined, and 
rcbably would not be decided until after 
is agents had completed checking the list 
furnished to the Department by the Treasury. 

This list contains the names of nearly 
10,000 persons who were reported to have 
withdrawn gold during the banking crisis 
of last winter and spring. The Attorney- 
General said that he regarded the campaign 
conducted by the Department as successful. 
Up to the present 4,299 persons have been 
interviewed by his agents, and 260 of them 
have returne 761,562 dollars (£150,000 at 
par) of gia at their request. ' Altogether 
some %6,000,000 dollars (£5,200,000 at par) 
of gold has been returned since the campaign 
was started.

MUNSTER GAME 
PROTECTION. 
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ASSOCIATION'S GOOD 
WORK. 


A general meeting of the Munster Game 
Protection and Re-stocking Association, which 
was largely attended, was held at the 
Desmond Hotel, Cork, on Thursday last, Mr. 
L. O'Connor presiding in the absence of the 
President (Alderman F. J. Daly, Leemount), 
The reports of the Secretary znd Treasurer 
were adopted, 

The Hon. Secretary reported that the Asso- 
ciation is stilt in a flourishing condition, de- 
spite trade depression. The shooting season 
past did not come up to expectations. Snipe 
and cock were numerous enough, but the 
weather, so fine in the early part of the year 
and in the late months continuous rain, pre- 
vented most people from having really good 
bags. Only in the closing month was there 
seasonable weather. This has been the case 
for some years back, and there is no doubt 
that it, has changed completely the habits of 
wild fowl. The Committee tried to get the 
season extended to the 17th or 25th of March. 
as it was in former years, but unsuccessfully. 
If the season could be extended, for wild fowl] 
at least, it would not in the least affect the 
supply, as most of those birds migrate to 
foreign parts and are never seen here again. 

Partridge shooting, he believed, would again 
be prohibited for the coming season. This 
was as it should be, and there is no doubt 
that if pheasants and grouse were also in- 
cluded it would be the means of greatly in- 
haca the fast-diminishing stock, especially 
of the latter birds, 

The Society's preserved lands had been well 

watched to keep down poaching during the 
season, also coursing clubs” lands over which 
the members enjoy privileges. They had, 
however, several other enemies besides the.

N astonishing account of a native 
A ‘initiation ceremony ” in a village 
in New Guinea is contained in a 

submitted by Mr. E. D. Robinson, an 
assistant district o to the Administrator 
of the Territory, says Reuter’s’ Canberra 
Correspondent. 

Mr. Robinson is one of the few white 
men who have ever seen this ceremony—the 
*‘ crocodile dance,” considered by many 
people to be the strangest dance in the 
world. 

He saw it in a little village called Anger- 
man, the elders of which had invited him to 
be present, as a compliment. He was 
accompanied only by Mr. Walsh, the medical 
assistant of the district. The two white 
men were welcomed by the elders of the 
village and led to their seats on a little 
platform by an enclosure formed by a high 
fence of cocoanut fronds. As evening fell, 
music began from somewhere on the other 
side of the fence. Then a door in the 
fence, shaped to resemble the jaws of a 
opened. Through this filed 
the dancers, first about a hundred men, 
some carrying drums, and then the women. 


BEAUTIFUL TRAPPINGS, 

“The men,” said Mr. Robinson, ‘‘ were 
painted in various colours from head to foot, 
all wearing beautiful head-dresses made from 
the feathers of various birds, not the least 
being the Bird of Paradise, the white heron 
(osprey) and the Goura pigeon. The women 
were covered with shells and various kinds 
of native currency. Then commenced a slow 
march forward dance from one end of the 
village to the other. The dance was very 
impressive, and must have been particularly 
so to the intended victims of the ceremony 
who were watching, but were not allowed 
beyond the fence. 

‘‘ About 5.20 a.m. we were taken to the 
other side of the fence and put into a safe 
position, and told that the real part was 
about to begin. We saw the parents and 
relations leading by the hand their charges, 
who were to be initiated. -Four of these were 
yourg boys from about 10 to 12 years of age, 
whilst the other was a man of about ao, 
who had been away to work before he had 
been through the ceremony. Then we noticed 
that. all the men inside the fence had armed 
themselves with light sticks. Soon the 
door opened, and all the relatives with 
their charges rushed inside, and were 
immediately soundly thrashed in the 
struggle which ensued. During the fight, 
not one of the initiates was molested, but 
the relatives were undoubtedly soundly 
thrashed, as large weals were noticed on 
their skins after it was over. The fight 
lasted for about twenty minutes, after which 
everybody quietened down and rested, all 
being in very good humour, with no signs 
of enmity shown on either side. 
_ ** Then the real preparation for the mark- 
ing of the skin of the initiates began. Five 
small canoes were brought inside, turned 
upside down, and placed at intervals of about 
six yards apart. Alongside each of these a 
wooden basin of water was placed, in which 
was a green snail shell, being an advance 
payment by the father or guardian of the 
initiate to the man who was to do the 
marking. Then the initiates were brought 
along and the marking began. 


TIED DOWN. 


“The marking was done in some cases 
with safety razor blades, and in others with 
sharpened bamboo. ‘Three circles were made 
on the chest. Then the upper arms were 
done, Then the back of the body was 
marked from the shoulder down to the back 
of the knee, the cuts being each a quarter 
to a half long, and just slitting the skin. 
lhe marking was a painful process, as in 
every case the initiate cried incessantly, 
some initiates struggling so violently that 
the operators tied them to the canoe. The 
process of marking occupied from two to 
three hours, aud at the. end of the ceremon 
hoth operator and initiates were covered with 
the blood from the incisions, The victims 


were new allowed to res+ for a few moments. 
Then their relatives took them down to the 
river and washed them. The initiates were 
next brought back inside the clubhouse, and 
laid down on a mat whilst their wounds were 
gently treated with oil, which was applied 
with a feather. These lads will now remain 
in the clubhouse for three months, only being 
allowed the society of initiated men. Food 
will be brought to them by these men for 
this period. Then they will hold a less 
‘mportant dance, and after this is over they 
will go to their homes and proudly show 
their marks to the womenfolk. 

‘* The crocodile is the background of the 
whole ceremony. The markings on the bodies 
are supposed to be scars made by the teeth 
of the crocodile. The door leading inside 
the fence around the clubhouse represents the 
jaws of the crocodile. The cause of the fight 
is as follows:—-The crocodile is calling for 
his victim. This is represented by the two 
water-drums. The relations are supposedly 
trying to save their protégés from the 
crocodile, and so the fzht represents the 
last struggle, which eventually the crocodile 
wins, and so the victim finishes up fully 
scarred after his experience. Every male 
must go through this ceremony belore he 
may enter the clubhouse.”’

JAPAN'S OIL 
‘SUPPLY. 


BUILDING UP 
RESERVES.

HOME REFINING 
DEVELOPED. 


RITISH and American oil companies are 

B closely watching recent developments 
in Japan’s official policy of encouragin 

home industries, according to Reuter’s Tokio 
correspondent. At a conference held re- 
cently by representatives of the War, Navy, 
Overseas, Commerce, and Finance Ministries, 
it was decided, according to Japanese Press 
reports, to appoint a commission to study a 
national oil policy for Japan. This commis- 
sion, it was stated, would consist of three 
sub-committees, which would be assigned, re- 
spectively, to consider the questions of ex- 
nloitation of oil resources at home and 
abroad, furtherance of development of oil 
substitutes, and development of the oil in- 
dustry itself, 

Twenty years ago, Japan was virtually self- 
supporting in the matter of petroleum pro- 
ducts In recent years, however, her con: 
sumption of petroleum in its various forms 
has increased by leaps and bounds, while her 
domestic production has remained almost 
stationary at about 275,000 tons annually. 
To make up the deficiency, she had to import 
2,010,000 tons last year, as against. an im- 
portation of only 246,000 tons in 1922. In 
other words, during the ten-year period of 
1922-1932 her dependence on the importation 
of petroleum products from abroad increased 
from less than half her total requirements to 
more than seven-eighths. Japanese anthori- 
ties realise fully the important bearing which 
an adequate oil supply has on national de- 
fence. 


EARTHQUAKE’S EFFECTS. 


Even before 1923 the importance of assured 
supplies of oil had been receiving considerable 
attention, and, in so far as the Japanese Navy 
was concerned, the policy advocated by Lord 
Fisher for Great Britain, had already been 
adopted. This was the policy of purchasing 
large supplies of fuel oil whenever prices were 
low and storing them up for times of emer- 
gency. It remained, however, for the 
disastrous earthquake of 1923 to demonstrate 
with startling clarity the absolute dependence 
of Japan on outside sources for her require- 
ments of benzine and other refined products 
of petroleum for motor transport and aviation 
purposes. The stocks available were quickly 
exhausted and totally imadequate to cope 
with the demands until fresh supplies could 
be rushed iuto the country from abroad. 

The authorities took the lesson to heart, 
and during the ten years that have since 
elapsed a number of large and up-to-date 
oil refineries have been established, and oil 
refining has rapidly developed into an im- 
portant industry. Japan is still dependent 
upon outside sources for most of the raw 
material, but, thanks to the development ‘of 
her own refining industry, she is no longer 
so utterly dependent on others for the re- 
fined products of petroleum, such as benzine. 
The importation, both of the raw material 
and of the refined products of petrol.-in, 
has, it 1s true, increased greatly during the 
past ten years; but whereas the quantity 
of the refined products imported Aas - in- 
creased less than 2&0 per cent., the annual 
importation of crude oil has increased mora 
than tweive-fold and imports of Diesel and 
fuel oil more than 45-foid. The reason for 
the increase of the raw material imports 
being so much greater than that of the 
refined products is, of course, that Japan 
now does most of the refining herself—a clear 
illustration of the national policy of en- 
couragipg domestic industries and diminish- 
ing the dependence of Japan upon imported 
products other than indispensable raw 
materials. 

So long, of course, as she has to depend 
on outside sources for her raw materials, 
her position is, from the point of view of 
national defence, somewhat pr:carious; but 
in actual fact she has, in recent years. done 
much to remedy this defect in the matter of 
oil supplies by building up huge reserves in 
storage and by developing oil production in 
places like Saghalien and Matichevins which, 
in the event of war, she could take steps 
to control.

AMERICAN TEACHER’S 
VIEWS. 

Dr. John R. Gregg, who is representing 
the United States National Federation of 
Commercial Teachers at the World Educa- 
tion Conference, has interesting views. He 
was a pioneer, and remains a champion, of 
specialised business-training. 

Interviewed by an Irish Times reporter 
Dr. Gregg said :— 

‘“ People who are interested in the ‘arts * 
are still inclined to refer to business as being 
‘sordid.” A public man in London the other 
day, speaking probably with a slight, Oxford 
accent, remarked that ‘ business’ was a neces- 
sary phase of life that would always con- 
tinue and offer opportunity to second-rate 
minds. , 

‘‘ Doesn't everything depend on business? 
Why, all the finer things in life arise out of 
commercial prosperity. The ancient Greeks 
were only enabled to produce their artistic 
wonders through their success in trading, 
which gave them leisure and means to pursue 
their studies in the arts. 

“In New York, and probably in this city, 
too, there is a constant stream of University 
men one for jobs, all sorts of jobs, in 
business, whose broad background of general 
culture can only be effective when they. have 
specialised training. 

‘When I went to the United States less 
than forty years ago, ‘business education’ 
was struggling for a foothold. Nowadays, 
it has got recognition in our best public 
schools, high gn ONS and colleges. These 
places gave way to it reluctantly; they tried 
to camouflage their teaching by calling. it 
‘commercial science,’ and so on. In the 
universities the attitude to commercial 
teachers used to be rather patronising, but 
not so now. There was a demand for 
teachers with practical knowledge, who had 
also the university background. The univer- 
sities had to supply that demand.”

Keeping hens that never lay as many eggs 
as will pay forstheir feeding, and rearing 
ullets thatewill never be any use. We 
as often drawn attention to this matter. 
Mismanagement of this kind produces a 
very serious loss. We believe that on 
most ordinary farms in Ireland not more 
than half the hens kept are profitable. 
Birds, both young and old, that cannot 
be relied on as profit- makers should be 
ot rid of. Very old hens should never 
kept; but there is no necessity to 
clear t all off at the fixed age of two 
years, We have had hens laying in winter 
their third year as good as the first ; but, 
of course, these have to be specially 
selected birds before they can be kept

AMBULANCE 


An Ambulance Division of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade was formed in the 
Brewery in 1904—about 100 strong—and 
ever since the Brewery unit has taken 
an active lead in the development of First 
Aid and Ambulance activities in Dublin. 


All the members of the Brewery Fire 


‘Brigade are holders of the St. John 
Ambulance First Aid Certificate, regular 
practices are held, and the efficiency of 
the members is periodically tested. Two 
First Aid Stations exist in- the Brewery, 
and are fully equipped with First Aid 
material, wheeled litters and stretchers. 


PENSIONS 


When an employee, from old age or 
other cause, is considered to be unable 
any longer to pertorm his daily work, a 
pension is granted on a scale arranged 
according to length of service. This 
pension is entirely voluntary, and is 
granted at the pleasure of the Board. 
No contribution is paid by the workers. 


In the case of a widow, a pension is 
granted on a scale based on the length 
of service of her late husband, and in 
addition, an allowance is made for every 
child under the age of fifteen years until 
it attains that age. On the death of an 
employee or pensioner, an allowance is 
made by the Company towards the funeral 
expenses. há

An Athletic Union was formed in 1903, 
which controls various forms of sport 
in the Brewery, including Association, 
Gaelic and Rugby Football, Cricket, 
Hockey, Boxing and Physical Culture, 
Swimming, Hurling, Athletics, Tennis, 
Cycling, and Tug-of-War. 


To increase the accommodation for 


these games the late Lord Iveagh in 1925 
generously gave a large sum for the 
purchase and equipment of a new Sports 
Ground at Crumlin, distant only about a 
mile and a half from the Brewery. The 
ground was laid out during 1926 and 1927. 

There is a very fine Association Foot- 
ball pitch on which two Hockey Inter- 
played, as well as many important 
Association matches.

Dublin's “Ghird B.A . A. Conference. 


On two previous occasions the annual meeting of the Association has been 
held in Dublin. The first was in 1867, when the Association was still in 
its infancy. The second was in 1887, when it had just attained maturity. 
In the period of nearly half a century that has elapsed since this last-named 
date, the Association has advanced from strength to strength. It now num- 
bers . some thirty-five thousand members, and is probably the most powerful 
medical association in the world. In the same half-century the science and 
art of médicine have been revolutionised. More advance has taken place 
in the last hundred Years than in all the previous centuries of man’s 
existence, and much of this advance has taken place since 1887. | 


In medicine the advance has been not only in methods of treatment and 
in greater precision of diagnosis, but also in the attainment of a fuller 
knowledge of the underlying causes of disease. In therapeutics in the year 
189! a great step forward was made when diphtheria anti-toxin was first 
used in a Berlin wae This was the beginning of serum therapy. Since 
that date diphtheria, if diagnosed at an early date, has lost most of its ter- 
rors, and many other diseases have been brought within the scope of similar 
remedies. The use of tetanus anti-toxin in the European War 5 eragenggri 
prevented the development of tetanus in thousands of cases, while in 


East the use of anti-dysenteric serum saved many lives. - 
' Allied to serum therapy is vaccine therapy. The principles of immunisation 


by vaccination have been dimly understood since the time of Jenner. To 


Pasteur belongs the credit of ‘placing them on a firm foundation, while to 
Almroth Wright, one of the most famotis of living Irishmen, is due the 
development. of vaccine on a wide clinical basis. Only one of the

In 1896 the Miconty of Roentgen Rays opened up an entire new field 
of diagnosis and of treatment. The value of the rays in the diagnosis of 
diseases and injuries of bone was immediately realised. Since then the use 
of the rays has been extended to the diagnosis of disease in almost Fo á 
part of the body. Before long it was discovered that the rays had t 
peutic effects. It was found that their application was curative in sn 
diseases of the skin and diseases of the thyroid gland. Then their value 
in the treatment of deep-seated tumours was appreciated, and after a time 
the method of attacking such tumours by so-called deep X-ray therapy was 
elaborated. Then came radium, and with it new hopes for many sufferers 
from inoperable cancer and other growths. Incidentally, it may be remarked 
that Dublin stands in need of a central radium institute to-day. 


More recent advances are the discovery of insulin, which has added so 


much to the happiness and Ma length of hfe of those suffering from 


diabetes; the discovery that t consumption of liver as a food, or the ex- 
tracts of liver, is capable of curing pernicious anemia: the introduction of 
Emetine for the treatment of ameebic dysentery; and the introduction of 
arsenical preparations in the ‘treatment of contagious diseact. Indeed, in 
every field of medicine there has been an advance. _ A volume would be re- 
quired to give an adequate account of what has been achieved. 


Much new light has been thrown on the diagnosis and treatment of heart 
disease. Tuberculosis treated by the pneumothorax method and other modern 
remedies in conjunction with a life lived on sanatorium principles yields 
many cures. The alkaline treatment of gastric ulcers saves many a patient 
from the hands of a surgeon, while in the rheumatic diseases great ad- 
vances have been made along the lines of physio-therapy. In the domain 
of mental disorders mitch has been achieved by modern psycho-analysis and 


psycho-therapy. 


Surgical Advances. 


bring into being. an 


In surgery also there has been an encmous advance. The way for this 
advance was paved by the discovery of anesthetics in the middle of last 
century, and by the introduction of antiseptics by Lister. In 1887 the anti- 
septic treatment of wounds was still making its way; the aseptic system 
was not yet fully understood. Now the surgeon, freed from the dread risk 
of hospital gangrene, of local sepsis and of general blood poisoning, con- 
fidently explores every part of the body. The greatest advance has been 
in abdominal surgery, but here the tendency has been of recent years 
towards greater conservatism. The surgeon has realised that many procedures 
which may be carried out with impunity as regards immediate nais to the 
patient may not prove of ultimate advantage. 


Advances also have taken place. in other regions. The pioneer work of 
Victor Horsley demonstrated the possibility of successfully removing many 
tumours of the brain and of the spinal cord. Horsley has had many worthy 
successors, and now many sufferers from hitherto incurable diseases are re- 
stored to health and comfort by surgical procedures. The surgery of the 
chest and of the limbs has also developed. So far as fractures are con- 
cerned, the tendency has been towards conservatism. Fractures are now 
seldom operated on, but, on the other hand, a sounder knowledge of phy- 
siology has led to the evolution of methods of treatment far in advance of 


those which prevailed in the pre-war era. 

Gynecology as a branch of surgery has, of course, shared in the general 
progress, as have other surgical specialities, such as ophthalmology and 
laryngology. 

Preventive medicine has seen the greatest advance of all, but space forbids 
us to say more than that the death-rate in the Dublin area has fallen from 
33.2 per thousand in 1887 to 15 per thousand in 1930. 


Ireland Abreast of the Gimes. 


In all these advances Ireland has kept well abreast of the times, and that 
in spite of the handicap of poverty. and of the fact that the energies of her 


medical men have been disseminated in the small and scattered hospitals 


of the city. Some hope now exists that in the near future adequate endow- 


ment for research work will be provided. If the hope is fulfilled, we can 


expect confidently that in the future Ireland will contribute in larger measure 
to the advance in medical knowledge than has been possible in the past. 


The hospital policy of the country is shortly to come under review. The day 
of small and scattered hospitals, each aiming to be a complete unit in itself, buf

Trades unionism is a form of organisation 
which is not altogether suitable for profes- 
sions, particularly. for those composed of 
members whose work is largely an individual 
affair. In 1913 it was advocated that the 
B.M.A. should be constituted a trade union, 
and the Council prepared a report on the 
question. 

They were opposed to such a step for many 
obvious reasons. Although not the most im- 
portant explanation for their conclusions, it is 
interesting to note that they mentioned the 
fact that the medical profession could not use 
the strike weapon, the same being the case 
with “ many of the most effective methods of 
the trades unions which depend upon what is 
euphemistically called ‘ moral suasion.’ ”’ 

The B.M.A. is a voluntary organisation, 
which, according to the ‘‘ Encyclopedia 
Britannica,’’ comprises 64 per cent. of 
the medical men and women on the register. 
In the article which follows its history is 
sketched, and an effort is made to explain 
roughly, for the layman, the object of its exist- 
ence. For over.a century it has taken a 
prominent part in the development of 
medical scienee, and for almost as great a time 
it has been the body mainly responsible for 
reform of the laws relating to medical 
matters. 

The chief objects of the Association, set 
forth in the Memorandum, are the promotion 
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The badge of the 101st meeting of the British

Wilson, F.R.C.S.1. The badge shows the three 
Castles of the Dublin Arms, together with the 
staff of Aesculapius, with its entwined serpent 
and the inscription, ‘‘ B.M.A., Dublin, 1933.” 


of medical and allied sciences and the main- 
tenance of the honour and interests of the 
medical profession. 

FOUNDED IN WORCESTER. 

The founder of the British Medical Associa- 
tion was Charles Hastings, physician to the 
Worcester Infirmary and leading doctor in 
‘Worcestershire and the surrounding counties. 
He was greatly interested in the diffusion -of 
medical knowledge and in the raising of the 
standing of the medical profession, and with 
those objects he called together at Worcester 
Infirmary in 1832 a meeting which formed 
the Provincial and Medical Association, with 
himself as secretary. More than fifty practi- 
tioners attended this inaugural meeting. 

The principal objects of that Association, as 
defined at the meeting, were the collection of 
useful information through original essays or 
reports of cases; the investigation of endemic 
and epidemic diseases ; maintenance of honour 
and respectability of the profession generally - 
in the provinces; and the advancement of 
medico-legal science. Neithe? in the pro- 
gramme of the Association nor in the in- 
augural address of Charles Hastings was 
mention made of medico-political matters. © 
_It may be mentioned that at the time the 
‘Association was formed there were many 
practising physicians who were without | 
degrees or other formal qualifications, In -| 


Ireland the practice of oe had been re- 
stricted since 1692 to the 
College of Physicians ; the 
Royal College of Physicians in London had a 
. monopoly i in the metropolis and the surround- 
ing district; in Scotland practice in certain 
counties was restricted to the members of the 
Edinburgh Colleges and the Glasgow Faculty 


to Physicians and Surgeons ; while the London | | 


Society of Apothecaries controlled the practice 
of pharmacy, and at the same time was 
entitled, under Act of Parliament, to grant 
licences to practise physic! It was estimated 
in 1841, and again in 1853, that unqualified 
practitioners out-numbered qualified by two 
to one. — 

The Provincial and Medical Association 
grew rapidly. At its first anniversary there 
were 316 on the roll, and. 250 attended the 
annual meeting. Other associations were soon 
formed, and one of them, existing in Camber- 
well and Southwark, assumed the title 
“ British Medical Association.” Dr. Hastings’ 
Association, by the way, claimed to include 
all England and Wales, except the capital. 

In 1841 the Camberwell organisation 
summoned a medical conference, which was 
attended by the delegates of eleven associa- 
tions, including one in Ireland. The delegates 
found that they were expected to endorse the 
policy “ef the first B.M.A., which was very 
ambitious in the matter of reform of. the 
medical corporations and the elimination of 
quackery, and some of them refused to do so.

Another organisation, the ‘‘National Associa- 
tion of General Practitioners in Medicine, 
Surgery and Midwifery,’’ which was in 
existence in 1846 and in a few following 
years, held a meeting which 700 persons 
attended and endeavoured, with the co-opera- 
tion of the apothecaries, to establish a 
National Institute of Medicine as a licensing 


body. 


Charles Hastings remained secretary of the 
Association until 1843, when he resigned and 
was appointed permanent president of the 
council and treasurer. He was. knighted in 
1850, and died in 1866 at the age of 72 years. 
He was one of the members of the General 
Medical Council nominated by the Crown 
when the first Medical Act was passed in 1854. 

By 1837 the Provincial Association had 
adopted regulations for the formation and 
conduct of branches. The Irish Medical 
Association, which was represented at the 
1841 conference, appears never to have 
affiliated to the Provincial Association, the 
first branch from this country being the South 
of Ireland, which was founded in 1874. The 
North of Ireland branch was founded in 1878 
and a Dublin branch about the same time. 
A Galway branch also came into being. 


CORK LEADS! 

The South of Ireland Branch, which in- 
cluded the Counties of Cork, Waterford, 
Kerry and Limerick, is Ireland’s premier 
branch. It was formed by Professor 
McNaughton Jones, who was honorary secre- 
tary for three years. Prior to its formation, 
the only official of the Association in Ireland 
was an honorary secretary, whose chief, if 
not his sole, duty seems to have been the 
remission of such subscriptions as he received 
to the general secretary. 

Overseas branches were formed—the South 
Australian in 1879, the Ceylon in 1887, the 
Griqualand West (South Africa’s first) in 
1888, the New Zealand in 1896, these being a 
few of the many which followed in each 
Dominion. There are no Canadian branches, 
though there are several Canadian members: 
the Association met in Montreal in 1879, in 
Toronto in 1906, and in Winnipeg in 1930. 

The title of the organisation had in the 
meantime been changed to the ‘ British 
Medical Association,” the decision being made 
in 1855. About the same time the method 
of electing the council was altered. In 1853 
there were 1,853 members, of whom 312 were 
on the Council, but the Association was really 
governed by the members of the council who 
lived in the vicinity of Worcester, where the 
president and secretaries resided. - It was 
agreed that the council should be elected 
solely by the branches, one councillor for 
every 20 members, in addition to the honorary 
‘secretary of each branch. Subsequently, the 
council was empowered to appoint 20 members 
to act as a committee of council, - 
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In 1874 the Association was incorporated 
as a limited company, and since then there 
have been various amendments of the con- 
‘stitution, to éxamine which would require 
too much space in a sketch of the type of eól) 
article. In 1925 the membership was 30,000. 


MEDICAL REFORM. 

Medical reform had been kept in the fore- 
front: of the Association’s activities. A 
Medical Reform Committee had been con- 
stituted in 1837, and efforts were continually 
being made to have the interests of the pro- 
mé safeguarded by law. In 1852 a Medical 
Bill was drafted by George Hastings, M.P., 
a son of the founder, but it was not passed. 
In 1858, however, a Medical Act came into 
force, this being the first official recognition 
of the existence of the great body of practi- 
tioners. It was amended in 1884 and 1886. 

One of the principal results of this legisla- 
tion was the establishment of the register 
kept by the General Medical Council—a body 
that is sometimes confused with the British 
Medical Association. It is the function of 
this council to set up standards of professional 
knowledge, to keep a register of men and 
women who reach that standard, and to de- 
prive of their qualifications those whom the 
council finds guilty of ‘‘ infamous conduct in 
a professional respect.’’ 

Parenthetically it may be remarked that 
often the Association is the ‘ prosecutor ”’ 
when cases are referred to the General Medical 
Council, and in support of the establishment 
of a separate Free State register, which was 
set up some time ago, it had been urged that 
Irish cases that might well have been brought 
before the council (not necessarily cases of 
‘‘ infamous conduct ’’) were neglected because 
of the inconvenience of assembling evidence 
before a body sitting so far away as London. 


IN LONDON. 

In 1852 the Association Medical»Journal, 
the precursor of the Association’s modern 
organ, the British Medical Journal, was pub- 
lished in London, but the first house in the 


metropolis to be occupied by the Association 


was taken in 1878. It has moved from time 
to time to more commodious premises, and 
now possesses a beautifully appointed build- 
ing at Tavistock square. 

The British Medical Association might be 
said now to attend to everything that apper- 
tains to the welfare of the profession or the 
good of medicine. It concerns itself with 
questions of poor law, public health services 
and State medicine; doctors in the Royal 
Navy, Army, Royal Air Force and Indian 
Army ; the law relating to medicine ; national 
health insurance, hospital administration, 
medical benevolence and medical ethics. 

This last mentioned is an important point. 
The ethical machinery of the Association 
exists to adjust differences between members 
of the profession and differences between 
members of the profession, on the one hand, 
and bodies or persons outside the profession 
who employ them, on the other. Ad¥ice and 
instruction are given upon complaints as to 
the professional conduct of individual 
members, and any other matter of an ethical 
character. | 

The meetings which are now taking place 
in Dublin include :— 

The annual meeting of the Representative 
Body, which consists of representatives elected 
by constituencies composed of divisions or 
groups of divisions (a branch usually consists 
of a number of divisions) ; members of the 
Council ; ; representatives of members in public 
health service ; and the. chairman and me 
chairman. 

Meetings of the Council, which consists of 
up to 67. members, some. ex-officio, some 
elected. by the Representative. Body, some. 
elected by branches. .

OW does the ewimeige Dublin layman 
think that the doctors who attend an 


‘annual meeting of the British Medical 


Association occupy their time? Until lately 
he, like many other may have confused the 
British Medical Association with the General 


Medical Council, which is quite a distinct 


body, existing to control the education of 


doctors, to punish them for transgressions of 
their professional code by the dread penalty 
of erasure from the Register, and to publish 
a pharmacopeeia. - 

The more knowledgeable layman may have 
known that the Association was a voluntary 
union of the doctors of the British Common- 
wealth:and one of the largest medical societies 
in the world. But he probably pictured an 
annual meeting as consisting entirely of grave 
professional ~ discourse—skilful surgeons de- 
scribing the latest method of sneaking out an 
appendix from the. unwitting patient, 
prosperous physicians considering how a 
cough mixture could be rendered still more 
unpalatable, brainy bio-chemists announcing 
the discovery of vitamins X, Y and Z in 
cabbage stalks, and bearded bacteriologists 
tracking down the microbe of old age. 


RUDE SHOCKS! 

This wise layman, however, has probably 
received a series of rude shocks within the 
past few months; for, from tithe to time, in 
the pages of the Irish Times have appeared 
columns and paragraphs dealing with the 
amusements in connection with the meeting. 
Dinners he could have understood—grave 
dinners with grave talk of pills and knives 
and microscopes—but now he hears of garden 
parties, golf competitions, and, shock upon 
shock, dances! . 

For his enlightenment it is necessary to 


state that an annual meeting is a skilful com- 


pound of business, science and amusement. 
The business aspect will occupy the first few 
days. Representatives, selected by the 
branches of the Association throughout the 
world, will meet and deliberate from 9.30 in 
the morning till 6 or even later in the evening, 
with but short breaks for lunch and tea. 

Almost anything that concerns the welfare 
of the profession and the Association may be 
diScussed, but one might guess at least one 
subject—that of ‘‘ cuts ’’—on which the views 
of the representatives from Great Britain and 
those from Ireland will coincide. 


CHURCH SERVICES. 
The Representative Body will not meet until 
Monday or Tuesday, at an hour which will 
permit of the Council, the supreme governing 


body of the Association, meeting at 9 a.m. on 


Monday, as it does also at the same hour on 
Wednesday, and which will allow the 
members of the Association to perform their 
religious duties by assisting at High Mass 
in the Pro-Cathedral or the Service at St, 
Patrick’s Cathedral at 9 a.m. on Tuesday. 
The business aspect of the meeting now will 
be nearly disposed of. Extend your pity to 


the representatives, toiling all day at Balls- 


bridge that their profession and their Associa- 
tion may become even better things than they 
are, and do not grudge them their amuse- 
ments, even their dancing, in the evenings 
and their greater freedom on the later days 
of the meeting. 

ANNUAL MEETING PROPER. 

The representative meeting is attended by 
but a small proportion—two hundred or so— 
of the members of the Association. The 
annual meeting proper will commence on 
Tuesday, 25th July, with the religious 
Services already mentioned. Before lunch on 
that day the annual business meeting of the 
Association will be held, and in the afternoon 
the new president will deliver his presidential 
address at Ballsbridge. 

The morning will be utilised by many to 
inspect the trade exhibition of drugs and in- 
struments in the Mansion House, and the 


. medical museum in Trinity College. 


The mornings of Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday, 26th to 28th July, will be devoted to 
the serious work of the profession. Sixteen 
sections will meet on these mornings in the 
theatres of Trinity College and University,

Some 
sections have arranged demonstrations for the 
early afternoons in the hospitals, the museum 
or elsewhere. After these the members will 
be free for amusements. 

Business and science having been con- 
sidered, we turn to the lighter side of the 
annual meeting. For many a busy. practi- 
tioner the week of the annual meeting is also 
his only summer hohday, and so he wishes to 


have some entertainment in addition.-to his 


professional work. Many bring their wives, 
and they, too, look forward to a, pleasant 
week. 


THE LADIES. 


For the comfort and convenience of women 
visitors a Ladies’ Club will be provided at 80 
St. Stephen’s Green, the Dublin residence of 
Lord Iveagh. Here they may take morning 
coffee and afternoon tea, read or write, renew 
old friendships and make new, gossip and 
play bridge.

health reform in the Irish Free State 
since. the passing of the Local Government 
Act of 1925. In that year outside Dublin. 


there was no whole-time Medical Officer of © 
Health in the State. Now they have been 


appointed in the majority of counties and, in 
addition, Assistant County Medical Officers 
of Health on a whole-time basis have been 
appointed in various counties. 

The minimum salary for County Officers of 
Health is £800 a year. There is also travelling. 
allowance. Appointments are made through 
centrally authorised selection boards, with 
the result that there is virtually a State 
medical service. All the essential health 
serviceg are assembled under the Department 
of Local Government and Public Health, and 
co-ordination in central and local administra- 
tion has been effected. : 


CiViC SPIRIT. 


County. health schemes have been steadily 
developed. Food supplies are. being super- 
vised to a greater extent than they were 
formerly. In many counties school medical 
service had developed and special efforts are 
being made in the eradication of endemic 
disease. Most important is the fact that civic 
spirit has been aroused and an interest created 
in matters of public health. 

The first step in the establishment of public . 
health organisation is the appointment of a 
County Medical Officer of Health, who is 
centrally responsible for all public health 
services, and is, by virtue of his office, Chief 
Tuberculosis Officer, Medical Officer for the 
purposes of the Midwives Act and Chief School 
Medical Officer. He has supervisory powers 
over District Medical Officers of- Health, 


Veterinary Inspectors and Sanitary Inspectors. 


His duties are the subject of 29 clauses, some 
of them with a variety of sub-clauses, in the 
“County Medical Officors of Health Order, 
1926.’ - 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


Dispensary doctors as such do not come 
within the jurisdiction of the County M.O.H. 
They do, however, as Medical Officers of 
Health for their respective dispensary 
districts. They notify infectious diseases, 
report nuisances, etc., to the County M.O.H., 
and act generally under his supervision and 
direction. 

Outside large contres of population, ante- 
infant and child welfare, 
and work in connection with school children 
can best be carried out by part-time nurses 
employed by the District Nursing Associations. 
In districts not covered by such associations 
whole-time public health nurses may be 
required. They help also in the inspection of 
midwives and serve as tuberculosis nurses 
when required. 

The powers and duties of county councils 
as sanitary authorities are exercised through 
county boards of health, which, in well- 
organised counties, have operated through 
three committees—Public Health, Hospital 
and. Dispensary, and Homes and Home 
Assistance.

TYPHUS AND ENTERIC. 


Each county in the Free State presents 
health problems peculiar to itself. In some 
tuberculosis called for immediate attention ; 
diphtheria immunisation campaigns were 
inaugurated in others; the eradication of 
typhus fever in one place, of enteric fever in 
another, of trachoma in a third, had to be 
tackled ; ‘supervision of meat supplies became 
a prominent ‘question elsewhere.. 

Inspection of school children appealed most 


| to the public, and that branch of preventive 


medicine has become very popular. - 

On the whole, the progress of the public 
health organisations has been satisfactory.

INSPECTION AND TREATMENT. 


HE health of children in Irish Free State 
“schools is safeguarded as far as possible 

by inspection and treatment, carried “ont by 
a school medical service, organised under the 


direction of the Department of Local Govern- 
‘ment and Health, by the local authority. The 
aim of the service is the prevention of disease 
‘and the removal of its cause, 


and the 
detecting of defects which require treatment. 


Each medical service scheme is required to 
include the appointment of one or more 
aoctors, dentists and nurses ; the provision of 
medical, surgical, dental, nursing and 
ophthalmic instruments and appliances, and 


‘such accommodation as may be necessary for 


the operation of the scheme ; together with the 
making of arrangements for the treatment 6f 
children in hospitals, institutions and 
dispensaries. ee ) hE 
Inspections at schools are carried out, with 
a minimum of interference with the school 
arrangements, and it is provided that time 


spent by a child in undergoing inspection shall 
| count towards the minimum time constituting 
| an “ attendance 


3) 


at school. The information 
obtained in the course of inspection or treat- 
ment of children must be regarded as 
confidential. 


DENTAL TREATMENT. 


The importance of the dental side of the 
treatment is illustrated by the fact that more 
than 50 per cent. of the children examined 
up to 1930 had been affected by dental caries, 
or decay. There had also been a high 


incidence of enlarged tonsils and adenoids 


and defective vision. On the other hand, 
tubercular deformities and conditions of 
crippledom proved- fewer than anticipated. 
Eleven per cent. seemed to be in need of the 
services of an-ophthalmic surgeon. - 

Uncleanliness has to be tackled by the 
medical service, and the usual methods are: 
systematic surveys. of the children in their 
homes by the school nurses; notification to 
parents where children are dirty; and com- 
pulsory cleaning where parents neglect that 
service. Cases of malnutrition are referred . 
to the county or urban authorities. 

The regulations prescribe that. Meon 


| should be given to the appointment. of women 


doctors in view of their better suitability for 
inspecting at girls’ schools. 


NURSES’ PART. 


In country. disisbetat the only suitable place 
for inspection is part of the school premises. 
Where there are several schools in the same 
area the institution of. clinics is preferred. 
Nurses play a prominént part in. preparing 
children for inspection, visiting their homes, 
and watching the progress of these requiring 
attention. 

Dental treatment is usually of a conservative 
character, being aimed at the preservation of 
teeth by filling in preference to extraction. 
Attention is paid, to teeth particularly between 
the ages of six and eight years, upon the 
emergence of the permanent teeth. The 
practice of cleanliness of.the mouth is incul- 


cated and decay is arrested by prompt treat- - 


ment when it is discovered. 


In the more populous cities the establish- ' 


ment of separate ophthalmic clinics has been 
recommended. Refraction work, including the 
supply of spectacles for children whose eyes 
are found to be defective, is pert of the oan, 
medical service. 

Due attention is given to the matter of 
hygience by the-inculcation of a proper mode 
of living, the - feeding of the children, the 
provision of fresh air, physical exercises, 
warmth and protection, rest and cleanliness.

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Here it may be found that errors in diet, 
irregularities or lack of sleep is the cause of 
the trouble, but if it is anything more serious 
the mothers ate advised to bring the children 
to the family doctor. Last year 1,625 arti- 
ficial sunlight treatments and 656 tonsil and 
adenoid cases passed through the clinics. 
WHAT IT COSTS. 

The total cost of the school medical services 
in Belfast amounts to 1d, per £ in the rates, 
and, as a population of 60,000 school children 
is kept under constant supervision, the cost is 
certainly not excessive, and much less than 
that of many cities in England and Scotland. 

To make the system more efficient two 
things are required—a number of nursery 
schools for children from 3 to 5 years and 
also greater teaching of hygiene in the schools. 
Not all the children who come under the 
supervision of the school medical services have 
passed through the Child Welfare Centres, 
but the school medical inspectors declare that 
the children who have attended them are 
noticeable for their healthy development.

INTERESTING ASSOCIATIONS AND 
Importance of Sir Patrick Dun’s Foundation.

HE histories of the Medical School at 
~-inity College, Dublin; the Royal 
Colk> of Physicians of Sveland and Sir 
Patrick Dun’s Hospital are correlated. - Else- 
where in this Supplement Dr. T. Percy C. 
Kirkpatrick has told the story of the College 
of Physicians, and Dr. T. Gillman Moorhead 
has written upon the hospital. In this article, 
in order te avoid repetition, it is intended to 
pass with but brief reference the aspects of the 
School’s development which are treated in the 
other pages. 

In fact, but not in name, our subject is the 
Medical School of Trinity College or of Dublin 
University. It still is properly called the 
School of Physic in Ireland. The Royal 
College of Physicians still exercises a nominal 
control over the appointment of professors, 
and is actually the body appointing the four 
King’s Professors—of Practice of Medicine, of 
Materia Medica and Pharmacy, of Institutes 
of Medicine and of Midwifery. The King’s 
Professors are appointed and remunerated out 
of the Sir Patrick Dun foundation. 

At present the Medical School at Trinity is 
crowded to capacity with students. Probably, 
however, there are as many students at 
University College, Dublin, and more at 
Queen’s University, Belfast. 

The various departments of the School— 
Physics, Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, 
Anatomy, Physiology, Surgery, Pathology, 


Bacteriology, etc.—are housed in buildings 


erccted in the College Park, at the Lincoln 
place end. Each is self-contained, having its 
own entrance, and is, to an unusual extent, 
under the charge of the professor concerned. 
There is also the main medical block in which 
the offices are situated. The two oldest de- 
partments are those of anatomy, and 
chemistry, parts of which are housed in 
buildings erected in 1825. 


HISTORY OF THE MEDICAL SCHOOL. 

The teaching of medicine in connection with 
Trinity College commenced in 1654, when the 
College of Physicians was fovinded, but, 
although closely associated with the Univer- 
sity, that college was a separate institution. 
In 1692 the College of Physicians agreed to 
admit as Fellows only those holding a degree 
of medicine from the University, while the 
College seems to have been under the medical 
faculty of Trinity. Neither College nor 
University appears to have then contemplated 
the founding of a school of medicine. 

In 1711 the teaching of medicine at Trinity 
College commenced with the foundation of the 
departments of anatomy and _ chemistry. 
Before that the University had been giving 
degrees and examining, but, so far as can be 
discovered, there was no teaching. The first 
staff consisted of lecturers in natural 
philosophy, anatomy, botany and chemistry, 
with the professor of physic. 

A scholar was paid £10 to write a set of 
verses to mark the occasion of the opening of 
the laboratory and anatomical theatre. Un- 
fortunately, no copy of these is available. 


KING’S PROFESSORS. 

Three King’s Professors, elected by the 
College of Physicians and paid out of the 
funds of Sir Patrick Dun’s Estate, were added 
in 1749. It was the ambition of Patrick Dun 
to have a school of medicine in Ireland, and

the College of Physicians continued up to 


' being the other—to avail of the power to grant 


school, on a firm and satisfactory basis, at 
Trinity. 
The agreement between the University and 


1760, when the degree of M.D. was conferred 
upon Fielding Ould, whom the College had 
refused to examine, because he was a person 
“who hath or does practice midwifery.’’ The 
University proceeded to appoint its own 
examiners, and the King’s Professors ceased 
to lecture at the School. 

Ih the meantime Dun’s Estate increased. in 
value. Both College and University began to 
realise the folly oftheir dispute. In 1783 
they held a conference, as a result of which 
the First School of Physic Act was passed. A 
new King’s Professorship in natural history 
was created, and at the same time the Univer- 
sity lecturers in anatomy, in botany, and in 
chemistry - were raised to the rank of 
professors. 

Clinical lectures were to be given alternately — 
by the several professors, but squabbles over 
these paralysed the work of the School in 1791. 
The School dwindled and seemed likely. to be 
eclipsed by a School of Medicine and Surgery 
established by the College of Surgeons, which 
had come into existence in 1784. 


SCHOOL OF PHYSIC ACT. 

In 1800 the Irish Parliament passed the 
School of Physic Act, under which the School 
is still largely administered. Sir Patrick 
Dun’s Hospital was built, and the University 
purchased a lease of botanical gardens at 
Ballsbridge. The University, however, had 
no outstanding teacher, and classes were small 
until 1813, when James Macartney was 
appointed Professor of Anatomy and 
Chirurgery. His industry and vigour had 
beneficial results, and in 1820 the students in 
the anatomy class numbered 303. 

More accommodation was necessary, and in 
1825 the New School of Anatomy was opened, 
Macartney describing it as more valuable to 
the community than the hospitals. After 
1830 the professors were permitted to deliver 
their clinical lectures in English. . 

From this stage forward the history of the 
School was similar to the History of the other 
medical schools. There remained a close con- 
nection with the King’s and Queen’s Colleges 
of Physicians, as the College of Physicians 
was for many years styled, but in later years 
the management and direction of the School 
came virtually into the hands of the Board of 
the University Council. 

NOTABLE TEACHERS. 

There were several notable teachers after 
Macartney, who resigned in 1837. Among 
them were William Stokes, Regius Professor 
of Physic from 1870 to 1878; Robert James 
Graves, King’s Professor of the Institutes 
from 1827 to 1841 ; Benjamin George McDowel, 
Professor of Anatomy from 1858 to 1879; 
Daniel John Cunningham, Professor of 
Anatomy from 1883, and John Mallet Purser, 
King’s Professor of the Institutes from 1874 
to 1901, and subsequently Regius Professor of 
Physic. 

Trinity was the first university to found a 
diploma of public health, originally known as 
a diploma in State medicine. It was also one 
of the first universities—London University

Public 
subscription furnished the £8,000 necessary 
to rebuild. 

Seventeen years later a new wing was added 
which afforded more spacious accommodation 
for night nurses and servants. The primary 
object was necessarily to allow for an increased 
number of beds. The figure now stood at 
seventy-eight. 1860 and 1861 saw further 
alterations and additions. Adjacent structures 
were purchased, demolished and remodelled. 


PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


It is an interesting fact that in 1874 there 
was inaugurated a pathological laboratory. 
Thus this hospital anticipated by'some years 
similar advancement in other hospitals of this 
country. In the assignment of a ward ex- 
clusively to children, St. Vincent’s again, it 
is claimed, takes priority.

The Hospital Committee was aman to 
take care of the special interest of the 
hospitals.

- The first Sweepstakes was held on the 


Manchester November Handicap of 1930. This 


sweep was at the time’ considered a startling 


‘success; a year and a half later the Derby 


Sweepstake of 1952 proved seven times as big. 
In the: first Sweépstake the prize money 
amounted to £409,527, and £131,724 was 


-allocated to six Dublin hospitals, which were 
the. first to recognise the possibilities of the 


sweepstake as a method of relief from penury 
and as a hopeful. way to prosperity. These 


‘hospitals included Jervis Street Hospital, Sir

_ proceeds. The prize money went up. to 
£1,188,415, while these 23 hospitals had 
divided. among them £430,858. 

The third Sweepstakes was on the Derby of 
1931, and £698,365.was shared by an in- 
creased number of hospitals. In November, 
1931, out of the funds of the fourth Sweep- 
stake, 34 hospitals benefited by the allocation 
of £759,754. 

It 1s most interesting to note how the first 
six hospitals had fared as the result of the 
first three Sweepstakes. To Jervis Street was 
allocated £94,611; to the National Maternity 
Hospital, Holles street, £88,598; and to Sir 
Patrick Dun’s £108,587. The Children’s 
Hospital, Harcourt street, was allocated 
£48,405; the Incorporated Dental Hospital, 
£28,225, and St. Ultan’s £35,209. 

The Committee of Reference was first 
appointed to deal with hospital funds out of 
the November Handicap of 1931. The members 
were Mr. Peadar Hughes, chairman; Mr. 
Vincent Kelly, M.R.1.A.I., and Mr. Henry 
Mangan. This committee issued three 
voluminous reports with reference to the 
Sweepstakes on the November Handicap, 
1931, and the.Grand National and Derby 
Sweepstakes of 1932. The prize fund of the 
1932 Derby Sweepstakes reached £2,860,552, 
the “ peak ’’ total of the ‘‘ Sweeps.”’ | 

The Reference Committee’s reports are most 

worthy of the attention of all concerned in 
-hospital management and the administration 
of their funds. Fifty hospitals made claims 
for money for sites, building and plant, for 
furniture; for medical, surgical and patho- 
logical apparatus; for loans repayment, and 
for endowment investments. The total 
amount claimed was £10,043,870. The sum 
awarded was £7,086,868. 

Since these reports were issued another 

' Government has appointed a new personnel to 
the committee, which will have to report, if

A summary below from the auditors’ reporb 
in the case of the last Sweepstake shows how 
the Sweepstakes are administered :— 

DERBY SWEEPSTAKE, 1933. 

The proceeds of the Sweepstake on the 
Derby, 1955, were £3,010,162, less sellers’ 
prizes of £38,000, which left £2 972, 162. 

The prize fund was £1,941,846, divisible into 
19 prize units of £100,000 each (£1,900,000) 
and balance of £41 846. 

Each prize unit of £100,000 was divisible 
as follows: Drawer of winning horse, £30,000; 
drawer of second horse, £15,000; drawer of 
third horse; £10,000; drawers of 25 other 
horses not declared forfeit for at or before 
the final acceptances, £1,521 14s. 9d. each, 
£35,000; drawers. of 100 cash prizes of £100 
each, £10 ,000. 

The Kalani of £41,846 was divisible into 10 
cash prizes of £4,184 each. 

Amount payable to the public charitable 
hospitals participating in the scheme and to 
the Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health to be applied to poor law hospitals 
and nursing organisations, £557,280. (Note. 
—Stamp duty amounting to £185,760, under 
the Finance Act, 1932, has been provided for 
before arriving at this figure. ) 

The total expenses, including the promoters’ 
remuneration, did not exceed 10 per cent, of 
the proceeds. . 
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“THE JOCKEYS’ HOSPITAL.” 
At Irish Racing Headquarters, 


oo boys are good patients, and, as 4 
rule, make rapid recoveries. That has 
been the experience at the Drogheda Memorial 


Hospital, built on the edge of the Curragh, 


in the centre of Irish racing headquarters, 
and called “ The Jockeys’ Hospital 7» more 
often than by its proper name, | 

The Drogheda Memorial is oné of the best 
equipped cottage hospitals in Ireland, and one 
of the prettiest. It was founded in 1899 as.a 
memorial to the Marquis of Drogheda, whose 
family seat was Moore Abbey, Monasterevan, 
and who was a prominent member of the 
Irish Turf Club. 


Although all patients ars admitted, the 
hospital is intended mainly for the use of those 
connected with racing. It is supported by 
voluntary subscriptions and by a grant from 
the Turf Club. Last year this grant was 
reduced to £25 owing to the depression in 
Irish racing. The owners of the winners of 
races at the Curragh— 
the Guineas, Derby and St. Leger—are ex- 
pected to subscribe and never fail todo so. A 
collection is also made annually from the 
jockeys attached to the surrounding stables. 

A. Hospitals Trust grant of £1,500 has 
facilitated the installation of an X-ray 
apparatus, and the making of some additions 
to the building, which has now 14 beds. 

Between 80 and 90 per cent. of the patients 
are treated free. Accident cases predominate, 
Stable boys’ ailments and injuries vary from 
blood-poisoning from horse bite to broken

The hospital had now 35 cots and up-to-date 
equipment, but it was with difficulty the 
Board carried on its work, and the overdraft 
was growing to serious dimensions when, 
happily, Sweeps came into being. Much- 
needed amenities for the nursing staff were 


added, and the capacity of the hospital was. 


raised to fifty cots.

Our efforts to 
lower the deaths of women in child-birth have 


hitherto met with little success; our efforts 
to save the babies have been a great success. 
In this respect the nation owes a debt of grati- 


tude, which cannot be paid, to the voluntary 


workers, who, with inspiration and with 


hearts of gold, have been the pioneers in. 
guiding the little children away from the road | 
that leads to destruction into the paths and 
byways of health and happiness. . 


In this article I propose to deal with the 
part the expectant father can and should play 
to help his expectant wife, his duties at the 


large. If young men about to marry, or 
recently married, could be given the advice I 
am about to give, and would follow it up, how 


much domestic misunderstanding and un- 


happiness might be avoided! 
A young man makes good at a trade or 
business; he reaches an assured position ; he 


_ becomes able to keep a wife, as the saying 


goes. He is a sound journeyman, an expert 
craftsman, popular alike with his employers 
and his mates. But are these qualifications 
and these ‘qualities sufficient to ensure a 
happy home? On his wedding day he and his 
young wife are given sundry tips and hints. 


They are told that the secret of married life 


is to keep on spdiling each other all their 
lives. They are told to bear and forbear. By 
this time the young couple must be thinking 
what a lot of scrapping and squabbling there 
must be in a large number of homes. We 
want to give practical advice. 


THE EXPECTANT FATHER’S TURN. 

To-day it is the expectant father’s turn. 
Let us suppose that I have before me a dozen 
young married men whose wives have told 
them the glad tidings that in seven months 
or so they are going to bring a little baby 
into the world. They. have come to me and 
have asked me to advise them as to what they 
must do. 
in making straight the pathway of. a little 
household in which once again the miracle 
of birth is to come to pass. 

We must dignify and ennoble motherhood.

Do you, young husbands, ever think of 
that? Far too many of you come home and 
sit down of an evening. You may be tired, 
but you remain deadly silent, unless it is fo 
demand: “ Take off my boots,” *‘ Where's 
my shoes?” After the first ‘few weeks of 
married life some men drift away. in their 
spare time to their club, or elsewhere, and 
‘the wife is left in loneliness. There is no 
objection at all to men seeking the company 
of others, but there is surely a happy duty 
devolving upon him first of all. A young 
couple cannot be expected to sit hand in hand 
by the fireside all through their married life. 
Changes are lightsome, the Saturday football

You know what I mean by town- 
planning. We never want, in future, to build 
ugly rows of houses, just planted here, there 
“and: anywhere. We want the city beautiful 
with patks and playing fields and gardens.

The Association in the past has contributed 
in its special way to the public good, said one 
of its officials to an Jrish Times. representa- 
tive. The Association, as a body, and in- 
numerable individual members, have. led in 
the several sanitary and medical reforms that 
have taken place in the last ninety years. 
Soon after the foundation of the Association

- undesirable differences of standard. 
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and it has been one of the special cares of the 
Association ever since to render that service 
more useful to the public, and to protect and 
promote its interests. 

In the movement for the establishment of a 
special sanitary service as well as a curative 
service, and in the development and gradual 
emancipation of such service, the Association 
has done its share. 

The great reforms in the public medical 
services in the last ten years all spring out of 


the Report of the Irish Public Council of 


1919-20, a council the establishment of which 
was demanded by the Association in common. 
with other medical bodies, and in the constitu- 
tion of which it took part. 

During the first half century of the exist- 
ence of the poor law medical] service the con- 
ditions of service showed little improvement 
in spite of the exertions of the Association and 
of many of its members. . Early in the present 
century the Association, backed by the entire 
profession, determined to make a fight for the 
improvement and modernisation of the poor 
A general. meeting of 
the profession was held, on the invitation of 
the Association, in the year 1900, and a pro- 
gramme. drafted. On the same lines some 
little time later came the “ Mayo Resolu- 
tions,” which were adopted by the branches 
in nearly every county in Ireland and became 
the general demand of the poor law. medical 
officers of Ireland. 

Nearly everything asked for has been won, 


. though not without much persistence. Scales 


of salaries are now adopted in every county 
of the Irish Free State, though there are stall 
There 
is a right to annual leave with payment of 
locum tenens at a reasonable fee. It was not 
until 1919 that a pension »ecame a matter of 
right. 

Not all the work of organisation and agita- 
tion fell to the Irish Medical Association. The 
British Medical Association has had a full 
share of the work, particularly since the 
establishment. of its Irish office under the 
control of its active Irish secretary, Dz, 
Thomas Hennessy, 
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chances of this pais ae 

Now with these general observations we 
come to your special duties as an expectant 
father. Some of you good young fellows seem 
to think that during the months that lie 
before your wife she should -be regarded as an 
invalid. It is not so. It should be a time of 
happiness and joy for both of you. Do you 
realise that there is song and laughter in your 
wife’s heart, for she is going to bring forth 
her child, your child, into the world? Do you 
know that she has dark moments when the 
blinds of fear and foreboding shut out the 
sunshine, casting a thill and gloom upon her 
soul? She has been shaken to the very 
marrow by some old wives’ tale that labour is 
agony and that women often die. You must 
stand by -her and tell her that it is simply 
not true. 

MOODS. 


Understand that during pregnancy your 
wife will have difficult moods, and that these 
are due to mixed emotions. At one moment 
she is thinking of the joys of motherhood ; the 
next moment she is beset with fears: Her 
fears may even create a dislike in her mind 
to the coming child, What are you to do? 
Reassure her; calm her; let her lean upon 
your protecting love. She may even be a little 
erratic. I know of a case in which the first 
intimation a husband got that his wife was 
going to have a baby was when she threw a 
breakfast cup at him.- 

Your wife must get exercise. Be sure and 
aceompany her when she goes out for her 
evening walk; she needs company.. Don’t let 
her over-tire herself. At home try and reverse 
things a bit. Make her a cup of tea. Learn 
how to make a fire. Don’t let the wife lift 
heavy weights. You do the wood-chopping and 
you carry in the coal scuttle. Remember that 
she is carrying a growing baby, and this 
makes demands upon her physical and mental 
energy. The fact is you must help her to 
train for the forthcoming confinement. How 
is the good wife to be given ample stamina 
for the great event? How is she to be trained? 

Not later than the fourth month sit down 
and discuss the question as to where the con- 
finement is to take place—at home or in 
hospital. If your home is comfortable and 
roomy, and there are not numerous other 
children to look after, then, perhaps, you will 
decide upon home. If times are hard and it 
might cost a bit to bring in domestic help, or 
for other reasons, then you fix on the 
hospital. If home is chosen, your next point 
is to decide who is to attend the confinement, 
a doctor or a midwife, or both. Don't have 


a handywoman ; that is, an unqualified, un- 


puitable and untrained woman, 
account. 

Modern certified midwives are splendid. 
You may decide on a midwife and arrange 
with her as to what doctor is to be called in, 
if further help is necessary. Now the next 
step is tremendously important. You must 
not fail to arrange at once for ante-natal care 
and supervision. Ante-natal care means that 
you are to see that your wife goes to a doctor, 
either a private doctor or one at the muni- 
cipal centre, or one at the hospital. At the 
first visit which the wife makes the doctor will 
examine her heart, her lungs, and all the 
other organs of the body, ever so carefully 
and ever so gently. The wife must return 
and see the doctor every fortnight or every 
month, as the doctor directs. ~

After the first visit your. meitesodlls be 


She’ll come home from 
the first visit and tell you that the doctor 
insists that she must get: her teeth seen to by 
the hospital or clinic dentist. See that this 
is done. Some women, and men, too, have 
got a mouthful of teeth that-remind me of the 
tombstones in an old disused, broken-down 
cemetery. Now these teeth are septic, full of 
poison. If the wife has bad teeth on the day 
baby is born, the teeth poison may enter the 
system and give her child-birth fever, and 
this may kill her or cripple her for life. Make 
no mistake: be off to the dentist. 


A HOARY OLD FALSEHOOD. 
Sometimes I am asked whether stout or 
wine is a good thing for an expectant woman: 
is it true that it helps to bring in the milk in 
a mother’s breasts? That’s another hoary 


old falsehood that’s hard to kill. Of course, 


it’s all nonsense—good, wholesome water is 
the thing, and plenty of it. Water both inside 
and outside, Bodily cleanliness is important: 
the skin breathes out poisons from the body. 
If the pores of the skin are constantly blocked 
with dirt, this. prejudices the chances of a 
serene and healthy confinement. 

Encourage your wife to look forward to 
breast-feeding her. own baby. Bottle-fed 
babies have to be fed on cow’s milk. Cow’s 
milk is intended for calves—not for babies. 
Breast milk contains food substances which 
no other milk contains. .- If a baby is not 
breast-fed, it starts the battle of life under a 
severe handicap. I was once talking to the 
matron of a fashionable lying-in West-End 
home, and [| asked her what percentage of 
the babies born in her. nursing home were 
breast-fed. *‘ Oh,” she said, ““we are not 
particularly keen on breast- feeding - in our 
nursing home.’ Would you believe it? That 
lady should have been put on the ‘tread-mill 
for a month ane fed on snakes: and ladders! 


WHOLESOME FOOD. 


‘See that your wife gets good wholesome 


food ; ; not too much meat; plenty of 
vegetables: She should wear loose, comfort- 


_able clothing. During all this time the wife’s 
mother will be making preparations for the 


confinement, but these do not concern you 
so much. i i ur 

_ Then comes the day of the.confinement, and 
here is just where many people make a 
mistake. They say the husband should be 
out of the way. All wrong again. It is a bit 
of a trial for the wife, and she clings, and 
rightly so, to the idea that you are a good 
heart and a stout moral support, so keep 


handy. You are wanted to fetch the nurse, 


to go for the doctor, to look after the 
children, and to fetch and carry hot water, 
Do all you can to take the burden of 


running the house off the wife’s shoulders. 


Wash the older children’s faces; make the 
breakfast. Of course, before all this you have 
seen that the lying-in room is as bright and 
airy as it possibly can be. You will have 
removed all the useless junk that collects 
dust—germ-laden dust—such as thick, heavy 
curtains, plush-covered armchairs, stuffed 
dogs, nick-nacks, and what-nots. . 

I do mot. know. how fat the psychological 
surroundings of pregnancy affect the new- 
born child; but I am convinced that they 
have a tremendous effect on the pregnant 
woman, The baby should be born into an 
atmosphere of peace and understanding, an 
atmosphere that can be obtained only neck

troubles. Of course, you will have seen to it 
that during the first six months of life baby - 
was vaccinated against small-pox. Before your 
little toddler reaches three years of age he 
should be innoculated against both diphtheria 
and scarlet fever. These diseases could be 
stamped out or made comparatively rare if 
you just have the sense to go to the clinic

For diphtheria the most fatal age 


disease. In a few years it will probably 
become malignant again. Some infectious 
diseases change their character every fifty 
or a hundred years. Stamp them out. The 
only way to do so is by innoculating the 
young toddlers, 

Again, hundreds of thousands of babies die 
from pneumonia and bronchitis, due to 
exposure, wrong clothing, want of clothing, 
and stuffy rooms. Often and often you will 
see young mothers hanging about on a cold, 


raw night with their babies in their arms. 


This is too bad. ‘The baby doesn’t get a 
chance; it .contracts bronchitis, broncho- 
pneumonia follows and the baby may die.  . 
you ask a medical officer of health what are 
the greatest killing diseases of infancy he 
will promptly name bronchitis and ‘pneu- 
monia. See that the-rooms in the house are 
well aired and scrupulously clean, Where 
there is dirt there is danger. 


Sometimes a toddler develops a squint. A 
squinting eye left untreated may go blind. 
The clinic doctor will advise what is to be 
done. Sometimes the teddler may breathe 
wrongly ; you notice that he is breathing 
through his mouth instead of his nose. Very 
often this is due to enlarged tonsils and 
adenoids. Be sure that the doctor is con- 
sulted. If these are not seen to they may 
lead to deafness or some other serious disease. 
I must mention a disease that works terrible 
havoc, not only amongst little children. That 
is, rheumatism and rheumatic fever. It is 
hard to say just exactly what the cause is, 
but it is certain that it can occur and do 
great damage to the heart as early as one or 
two years of age. To avoid all these troubles 
encourage the good wife to be regular in her 
attendance at the Infant Welfare Centre. I

be Gans Royal City of Dublin Hospital was 


founded in 1832 with 52 beds. In its 
first, year 400 in-patients were treated, while 
nearly 20,000 prescriptions were issued at the 
dispensaries. One hundred years later there 
were 145 beds; in-patients for the twelve 
months totalled 2,095, and 35,788 attendances 
were recorded at the dispensaries. 

Wards were added to the original hospital 
in 1836, 1838, 1842 and 1887; the Drummond 
‘Wing was built in 1862 ; and in 1898 a number 
of alterations were made, the main building 
assuming its present appearance. 

The development of the Royal City of 
Dublin has been steady, rather than dramatic. 
There has been consistent improvement and 
addition, so that the hospital now has depart- 
ments for medicine, surgery, ophthalmology, 
gynecology, children, skin diseases, and ear, 
nose and throat troubles. 


. One of the most important developments of 
recent years was the opening, in 1927, of the 
deep therapy department, with an apparatus 
which was the first of its kind to be installed 
in the British Isles, and which is still the 
only one of its type in the Irish Free State. 
This department exists for the treatment of 
various forms of malignant disease with X-ray 
of very high voltage. In 1932 162 in-patients 
and 468 out-patients received attention. 

The deep therapy department consists of 
special wards, a therapeutic section, with high 
tension generating room, treatment, consult- 
ing and dressing rooms. In the treatment 


| room patients are placed either beneath or 
| over cylinders, each weighing one ton, and the 


unique design of the apparatus permits of 


their being perfectly comfortable; in some 


cases they may even smoke or read while 
radiation is in progress, 

Each of the cylinders contains an X-ray 
tube, They are coated with lead one-quarter 
of an inch thick, thus affording complete 
protection to the operator and enabling the

The Coombe deservedly shares in the fame

Approximately, 250 
are trained each year, and it is not unusual 
for those to include students from the United 
States, China, Japan, Siam, India, and other 
places abroad.

in trust in perpetuity for the purpose of 
establishing a Professor of Physic in the 
Jollege of Physicians in Dublin, which was 
to continue in succession for ever, according 
to certain rules and regulations laid down in 
the instrument. In addition he left his house 
in Inns quay as a meeting place for the 
College of Physicians, and he also Share 
his library to that College. 

Lady Dun died in 1748, and thereupon the 
College of Physicians became trustees of Sir 
Patrick Dun’s estate. From time to time

During the latter half of the eighteenth 
century the need of a hospital where clinical 
instruction might be given to the students in 
the School of Physic was felt acutely, and so 
it was urged by many Fellows of the College 
of Physicians that some of the funds of Sir 
Patrick Dun’s estate should be applied for the 
building and maintenance of such a hospital. 


CARRIED INTO LAW. 

In spite of considerable opposition, the 
suggestion was finally carried into law by the 
School of Physic Act (40 George III.), 1800. 
the last Act passed by the Irish House of 
Parliament. It was decided that the salary 
to be paid to the King’s Professors on the 


foundation of Sir Patrick Dun should be £100 


a year, and the remainder of the funds should 
be devoted to the building and maintenance 


built in order to provide a suitable place 
where clinical instruction might be given to 
Trinity College students. ‘It still retains its 
close association with Trinity College. ‘The 
King’s Professors who lecture in Trinity 
College by virtue of their office are on the 
staff of Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital.

Work of the Royal Victoria (Dublin) 
Hospital. 


Y the Dublin Eye and Ear Hospital Act, 
1897, St. Mark’s Ophthalmic and Aural 
Hospital, Lincoln pla¢@ (founded by the late 
Sir William Wilde, M.D.) and the National 
Eye and Ear Infirmary, Molesworth street 
(founded in 1814) were amalgamated as the 
Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital. The 
entire work is now conducted at Adelaide 
road, ‘Dublin. 

The hospital consists of 134 beds, and the 
average mumber of beds occupied daily last 
year was 103.5. In the out-patient depart- 
ment, which is open to the poor of all Ireland, 
14,828 patients were registered. These figures 


constitute a record in the history of the. 


hospital’ and serve to indicate the immenss 
amount of practical. benefit conferred on those 
who suffer from diseases affecting the eye and 
ear, and which would, unrelieved, vitally 
affect the means of livelihood of many of the 
sufferers, 

The hospital is the only one of its kind in 
the Irish Free State, save a small one in Cork. 
It is not merely a hospital: it is the principal 
in the Free State in which 
specialists in eye, ear and throat cases are 
trained. 

Furthermore, most of the Dublin medical 
students attend the hospital for some months’. 
training and obtain a certificate of knowledge 
of ophthalmology, with the result that there 
“are all through the country medical men who 
have sufficient knowledge of eye, ear and 
throat troubles to enable them to deal with 
ordinary cases themselves and to recognise 
cases which require treatment in the hospital 
by specialists, ——.

butions. 

An efficient organisation has been estab- 
lished by a workers’ committee, and collectors 
and committees have been set up in practically 
all the mills, factories, shipyards and work- 
shops in the city, voluntary contributions of 
1d. per w eck being made by the workpeople. 

It is noteworthy that while the general sub- 
scriptions in recent years have declined, the 
workers’ contributions, notwithstanding - the

unemployment, were only £456 less last year 
than the year before. 
A BUSY HOSPITAL. 

The value of this great general hospital to 
the citizens of Belfast is shown in the last 
medical and surgical staff report. During 
1932 47,166 new cases passed through the 
extern department, while the total attendance 
of old cases registered was 76,362. In the 


extern department 1,255 minor operations 


were performed, and in addition 1,443 vari- 
cose veins were treated by injection. In the 
ophthalmic department 3,108 new cases were 
dealt with, and in the gynecological depart- 
ment 1,026 new patients were seen, and the 
total attendances here amounted to 3,400. 

In the intern department the total admis- 
sions to the wards in 1932 amounted to 6,174 
which, with 400 patients in the hospital at the 
beginning of the year, brought the total 
number of patients treated during the year 
up to 6,574. The daily average number of 
beds occupied was 396.3, and the average stay 
of each patient 23.4 days. Of the total of 
6,574 patients only 655 were paying patients. ' 

On the surgical side the number of major 
operations performed last year was 3,793, 
which includes 760 in the gynecological 
department, and 260 in the ophthalmic depart- 
ment, while in the radiographic department 
the amount of work is constantly increasing. 
The number of patients examined last year 
was 10,965, and the number of X-ray films 


used 18,450. In the radium therapy depart- 


ment 622 cases were treated by radium. In 
the electro-therapeutic department 521 new 
patients were registered last year, the total 
attendances being 12,469. In the massage 
department the totai treatments given were: 
Massage 11,918, diathermy 1,623, radiant heat 
and wax baths 9,868, electrical 2.899, Swedish 
remedial exercises 151. The attendances of 
out-patients at the skin department were 
4,190.

As a result of Kane’s pleading, the Govern: 
ment in 1845 set up a museum. of Irish 
industry, the functions of which were 
enlarged, and its title supplemented with the 
description, “ Government School of Science 
Applied to Mining and the Arts.” That was 
the beginning of a diarchy which led to the 
transfer of the educational work of the Society 
in science and its wpplications to a Govern- 
ment department. The professors of the 
Society were required to divide their time 
between the Society and the museum, which 
in 1865 became the Royal College of Science. 

WORK OF THE INSTITUTE. 
One of the more recent scientific activities 


of the Society has been the foundation, at the. 


instigation of Professor John Joly, who is now 
President of the Royal Dublin Society, of the 
Irish Radium Institute. The greater bulk of

HE St. John Ambulance Brigade began 
in Dublin in 1905. In that year 
the first ambulance division was enrolled from 
a first-aid class held in Guinness’s Brewery, 
St. James’s Gate. Shortly afterwards the 
City of Dublin Ambulance and Nursing Divi- 
sions were formed, followed by Messrs. W. 
and RR. Jacob and Co. registering an 
ambulance division. These four divisions may 
be regarded as the pioneers of the ambulance 
movement in Ireland. Gradually fresh 
recruits were obtained and more divisions 
were formed. 

At the outbreak of the Great War the entire 
strength of the Brigade was mobilised into 
voluntary aid detachments, and many of the 
men who were in the reserves of the Royal 
Navy Sick Berth Reserve and the Home 
Hospitals Reserve were called up, a large 
contingent leaving Dublin on August 4th, 
. 1914. 

The war crisis led to a large recruitment— 
weeks and months of intensive instruction in 


i ‘first-aid and home nursing qualified hundreds 


of men and women to join the Brigade. Many 
of them went overseas, the home contingent 
serving in hospitals and at ports on the arrival 


years numbered over 4,000 members. 


A PEACE ORGANISATION. 


The St. John Ambulance Brigade, however, 
is primarily a peace organisation. The work 
of rendering first-aid to the injured has a 
special appeal. The Brigade men and women 
are now universally recognised, and they are 
known as ready to serve on all occasions where 
accidents are liable to occur. The degree in 
which the help of the Brigade has been, and 
is, available for the injured and suffering is 
best illustrated by recalling the work of the 
men and women in 1916 and in 1 when 
they rendered first-aid in bullet-swept streets 
to all and sundry, irrespective of creed and 
sect, knowing no politics or class distinction. 

During the Eucharistic Congress Week 
in-1932 the work of the Brigade received re- 
cognition from many quarters. Three hundred 
and forty-five ambulance officers and men and 
250 lady ambulance officers and sisters were 
on duty éarly and late during that period, 
and no fewer than 6,822 recorded cases were 
treated. It was estimated that the crowd on 
this occasion amounted to a million people. 

First-aid huts have been established in the 
‘city and suburbs by St. John men and women. 
First-aid service is always provided at the 
Royal Dublin Society s Shows, International 
Rugby matches, Leopardstown, Baldoyle and 
Punchestown Races, International Grand 
Prix Motor Races, motor cycle races; and for 
many years the Brigade has been responsible 
for the transport of invalids joining the 
Ozanam Pilgrimage to Lourdes. 

Ambulance men and women form the entire 
personnel on the ambulances which are the 
property of the Joint Red Cross Committee, 
whose headquarters are at 14 Merrion square. 
There are one Morris and two Du Cros Talbot 
ambulances available day and night. Removal 
of patients can be arranged in Ireland ; to or 
from Great Britain by motor ambulance, boat 
and rail; and to or from the Continent by 
motor ambulance, boat, rail and air.

Helping the Sick Poor.

a“ poor of Dublin fully appreciate the 
benefits of St. Patrick's Nurses” Home, 
which supplies trained nurses to the sick in 
their own homes; but the general public are 
perhaps not familiar with the nature and 
extent of the work of “ The nurses out of the 
Green,” as they are called. Few, except those 
who have experienced it, can understand the 
value of one of these nurses to a patient 
recovering from a long illness, or convalescent 
aiter an operation in hospital. 

St. Patrick’s Nurses’ Home began its work 
so far back as 1876 in York street. In 1881 
it removed to larger and more suitable 
premises at 101 St. Stephen’s Green, where it 
has a staff of nurses under a qualified 
superintendent. The home was started by 
Lady Plunket, a daughter of Sir Benjamin 
Lee Guinness, In 1890 the home was affiliated 
to the Queen Victoria Jubilee Institute. 

It was decided that the work of such an 
institution should be entirely non-sectarian, 
without religious distinction or interference. 
The visiting of the whole city poor became 
more than St. Patrick’s nurses could over- 
take, and in 1890 a similar institution, known 
as St. Lawrence’s Nursing Home, was started 
for the North side of the city. The two work 
together in a most friendly way, and avoid 
overlapping as far as possible. 

In the 1932 report of St. Patrick’s Home it 
is stated that 36,868 visits were paid by their 
staff during the year.

WAR HERITAGE,

The Wicklow Memorial Hospital. 
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T was in 1917, when Arklow was alive with 
many thousands of munition workers and 
accidents were an hourly occurrence, while 
sickness in a crowded town of small and 
poorly-equipped houses was almost a con- 
tinuous menace, that the Countess of Wicklow 
conceived the idea of acquiring a wooden 
emergency hospital on the sandbanks and con- 
verting it into a general hospital to meet, in 
some measure, the needs of a war-swollen 
town. She gathered her friends and repre- 
sentative townsmen round her and the scheme 
was soon set afoot. 


Unfortunately, the Countess died before 
her plan’ materialised, but the seed she had 
sown developed rapidly. The committee took 
over the buildings, the general hospital was 
established, and named the hospital after her. 
To-day it is known throughout the length and 
breadth of the country as the Countess of 
Wicklow Memorial Hospital.

the upbringing of a healthy and vigorous race. 

The origin of the association was largely due 
to the representations made by leading 
medical men and by the Public Health 


Department to Lord Aberdeen shortly after 
his assuming office of Viceroy in 1905, as to. 


the tendency then apparent for tuberculosis 
to increase, and to the necessity of taking 
steps to enlist the support of the public in 
measures to check it, for its prevention, and 
for the care of the sufferers. 
EARLY ACTIVITIES. 

It was decided that the new association 

should make it clear that the best plan to 


ward against disease of any kind was to. 


promote good health in general and the power 
of resistance to any type of infection. A 
travelling exhibition was formed showing the 
germs which propagate tuberculosis, and their 
action in the human body ; charts showing the 
death-rate, models of sanatoria, shelters, and 
all sorts of methods recommended for 
trengthening the human frame.

There were exhibits of the most nourishing 
kinds of food which could be had at moderate 
prices, pictures and models to show the 
dangers of bad housing and overcrowding, and 
plans for good houses at moderate cost. 
Exhibits showing the danger of impure and 
dirty milk were also made a feature: 

Space was granted during the closing weeks 
of the International Exhibition in 1907, and 
local authorities were invited to send delegates 
with a View of their inviting visits to their 
towns. Invitations almost immediately poured 
in, and within a short time 180 centres were 
visited by the two travelling exhibitions and 
the caravans. 


BRANCHES FORMED. 


Leading medical men and women and 
popular lecturers helped most generously in 
giving their services, and branches of the 
Women’s National Health Association were 
formed in almost every district visited.

EAMOUNT SANATORIUM and Indus- 
trial Settlement,: on which the Associa-

Surgeon Who Made Nuada 
His Silver Hand.

AN EARLY LADY. DOCTOR. 


ve these days of ancestor worship, when 
tribute is being paid to Irish heroes of 
history, legend and tradition, there is one im- 
portant figure of the past who seems to have 
been missed, and to whom it may be apt to 
refer in this year of the British Medical 
Association’s meeting in Dublin—to wit, 
the medical deity of the ancient Irish, one 
Diancecht. 

There are few authentic records of the Irish 
people prior to the Christian era, but 
fortunately there is a wealth of plausible 
tradition, and it includes some record of this 
Diancecht,: whose name means ‘‘ vehement 
power.” He is stated to have been a physician 
and one of the chief men of the Tuatha dé 
Danann at the time of King Nuada, who lived 
about the year 1272 B.C, 

Nuada lost his arm in a battle with the 
Firbolgs, and this was held to be a defect that 
barred him from kingly office. With the aid 
of Diancecht the king regained his throne. 
The physician healed his wound, and with the 
assistance ef Creidné, a. great metal worker, 
made for the king a silver hand. 


Another reference to Diancecht is found in 
a record of the second battle of Magh 
Tuireadh between the Tuatha dé Danann and 
the Fomorians. He prepared and presided 
over a bath medicated with herbs, in which 
wounded dé Dananns were placed, and so 
quickly restored to strength that they were 
able to return to the fray and help to bring 
victory to their side. 


AN IRISH SCHOOL OF MEDICINE. 


Even before this was an “ Island of Saints | 


and Scholars ” there appears to have been a 


school of physicians and surgeons enjoying a’ 


reputation which extended abroad. Tradition 


“has it that Josina, ninth King of Scotland, 
who died between 161 B.C. and 137 B.C., was 
sent to Ireland to be educated in medical . 


knowledge. Irish medicine at that time was 
probably equal-to that of the Greeks at the 
time of the Trojan War, though inferior to 
that of Hippocrates. 

A woman doctor was considered a novelty 
some years ago, though, of course, nothing 
unusual to-day. Ireland may have been early 


in the field in this development ; for the 


“Genealogies of MacFirbis ” contains a refer- 
ence to ‘‘ Kaba, the female physician,”’ who 


\ was the second doctor that ever was in | 


Treland. The same be” croi with being

““ Capa, for his healing of the sick, 
In his time was all powerful.” 

A story of more recent times is contained 
in the “ Book of Leinster,” which tells how 
a wound án the head of Conchobhar Mac 
Nessa, King of Ulster, was stitched with 
thread of gold by his physician, Fingen. 
Conchobar, however, ‘had been so badly 
injured that until he died seven years later, 
in A.D. 37, “ he should not allow his anger 
to come upon him, he should not go upon a 
horse, and he should not run. ... He was 
incapable of action, but to remain sitting 
only.” 


DUBLIN’S FEVER HOSPITAL.

Work of the Cork Street House of

HE House oí Recovery and Fever 
Hospital, Cork street, is the only institu- 


“tion in Dublin which is devoted solely to the 


relief of the sick poor suffering from infectious 
diseases. Among the diseases treated are :— 
Cerebro spinal fever, diphtheria, dysentery, 
enteric, erysipelas, typhus, scarlatina, in- 
fluenza, measles and pneumonia. 

Last year admissions to the hospital 
numbered 2,839, with a daily average of 225 
beds occupied. Admissions to the Beneavin 
Convalescent Home, which is associated with 
the hospital, numbered 380. 

Smallpox is not now treated at Cork street, 
but the hospital holds itself responsible to 
the Public Health Authorities to staff the 
Isolation Hospital in Pigeon House road 
should the occasion arise. It was mainly 
through the agency of the hospital that past 
epidemics in Dublin were stamped. out. 

The Society of Friends have been generous 
supporters of this institution, which was 
opened in 1804 with accommodation for eighty 
patients. It was f6unded at a time when there 


. was not adequate accommodation for the poor 


suffering from contagious fever in Dublin. 
Manifest poverty and disease were the only 
circumstances necessary to entitle a patient 
to admission. 

Four additional buildings have been opetied 


since 1804—the first in 1805-6 ; the Red House 


in 1893 ; the Iron House soon afterwards. be 
the Beneavin Home in 1896. Mainly as 
result of a bequest from the late Mr. James 
Weir a nurses’ home was built and opened in 
1906. 

The hospital has 260 mbá ‘and there are 
24 beds in the Beneavin Home. The medical

Strange Company. Precedes Royal College of Surgeons. 


N October 18, 1446, King Henry VI. in- 


corporated by letters patent the Barbers 
of Dublin in the Fraternity or Guild of St. 
Mary Magdalene. The charter then granted 
is now extant, but from references made to 


it there can be little doubt that, although | 


the barbers alone are referred to, yet surgeons 
also were included in the guild. 


Notwithstanding the existence of this guild, ' 


there grew up gradually in Dublin a society 
of surgeons outside the guild, and to unite 
these, as also to encourage those who ‘ 


beth, on September 14, 1572, granted a new 
charter which should “ reduce the said dis- 
tinct and separate societies of barbers and 
chirurgeons into one body.” The guild thus 


brought into being was known as the’ 


‘* Master, Wardens and Fraternity of Barbers 
and Chirurgeons of the Guild of St. Mary 
Magdalene.”’ 


All the guilds had important functions to |

F gatablished in Ireland for the treatment of 
mental! illness.

HEATING. 


The principal factor in the success of 
electric heating systems is the use of thermo- 
stats, which control temperatures accurately 
at the required degree and ensure comfortable - 
and hygienic conditions. These conditions 
are the reason for the increasing popularity 
of electric heating, as also is the ease with 
which it can be installed at any required 
point without costly or unsightly structural 
work. ~ 

Hospitals require large and immediate 
supplies of hot water at a number of scattered 
points. The electric method of providing this 
is by means of a number of automatic storage 
heaters alongside the various points of de- 
mand. A reserve of water is stored and auto- 
matically maintained at a temperature. It is. 
always ready and is automatically replenished 
when the demand has been supplied. 

This system possesses convenience, cleanli- 
ness, automatic operation, freedom from 
trouble, ease of installation, low running costs 
and low maintenance and depreciation costs. . 
Tanks are so well lagged that it is difficult to 
tell by contact with the outer casing if the 
water inside is hot. 


ELECTRIC COOKING. 


Recent electric cooking installations have 
proved entirely satisfactory from the point 
of view of performance, consumption and 
maintenance. The average cost of maintain- 
ing a bed in Saorstat hospitals has been given. 
as £2 2s. Od. per week. With an electric 
kitchen the cooking cost per patient works 
out at 4 per cent. to 3 per cent. of this 
amount. ;

as possessing a unique form of ventilation, 
vomprising a large tube in the floor of each 
storey communiéating with the outer air and 
with the interior of the ward by valves in the 


floor, a corresponding valve in the ceiling 


establishing a current of "air. 

, In 1842, as fever had become less prevalent, 
the hospital was opened to “ general medical 
complaints, particularly fevers.’’ In 1848 
there/was a threatened outbreak of cholera in 
Dublin, and an approach was made to the 
committee asking if they could, if required, 
‘admit cholera patients. An. offer of two. 
wards was made, but negotiations failed, and 


the authorities erected cholera sheds higher 


up the road. 

For the next two years the hospital was 
closed, re-opening in 1850, when its modern 
history can be said to have commenced. For 
some years bazaars provided considerable aid 
to the funds. - In 1877 a return building was 
erected, and in 1884 Vartry water was intro- 
duced for drinking purposes. The name of 
«the hospital was. changed to its present title 
in 1893, the old name being similar to that 
of another hospital so that letters, and even 
patients, sometimes went astray. 

In 1899 a legacy of £1,500 from the estate 
of the late James Weir was received. It was 
devoted to the lengthening and raising of the 
annexe and the provision of the James Weir 
operating theatre. - In 1904 Miss Creighton- 
Williams and her pupils gave two entertain- 
ments, and thereby raised funds to erect the 
” Macdowel-Cosgrave Pavilion ” for the use 
of convalescent patients. The Blandford 
Memorial, a pavilion for open-air. treatment, 
and the ‘‘ Santry ” Shelter for similar cases 
have since been opened.

Besides ward accommodation for over sixty 
patients, a limited number of private patients 
“are treated. The farm attached to the hospital 
provides its supply of milk and vegetables,; 
Dun Laoghaire is within easy walking 
distance, and patients are allowed every, 
“liberty consistent with their medical advisers’. 
orders.

NEW SURGICAL BUILDING. 


There is very little provision in the Free 
State for adults suffering from surgical tuber- 
culosis. All over the country there are cases 
of bone and joint disease, which are left un- 
treated because few general hospitals can keep 
patients whose condition necessitates a lengthy 
period in the wards. 

To meet this long-felt want it is proposed 
to erect a new building at Our Lady of 
Lourdes Hospital containing 100 beds for the 
treatment of all forms of surgical tuber- 
culosis. The plans have been approved by 
the hospital committee, and it is expected 
that the building will be completed and ready. 
for occupation towards the end of 1934, _— 


COMBINED SERVICE. 


The new building will deal not only with 
patients suffering from surgical tuberculosis, 
but will be complementary to the medical 
building. It will be possible, when the proper 
indications are present, to have patients re- 
moved from the medical to the surgical wing ) 
for such operations as phrenic exairesi 

renicectomy, scaleniotomy and thoracop- 

asty ; the patients will thus have the benefit 
of the most modern advances in the treatmen$ 
of pulmonary tuberculosis.

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A Progressive Institution With 
Many Pationst, 


SCHOOL IN 50th YEAR. 
——— 

| em very small beginnings, the Incor- 

porated Dental Hospital of Dublin has 
progressed by leaps and beunds. It is now 
one of the best equipped institutions of its 
type in the British Isles... The number of 
patients is so large that extensions are very 
necessary. Money is available for building, 
but the site of the hospital makes the obtain- 
ing of additional ground difficult. 

The hospital was founded in 1879 by Dr. 
R. T. Stack, who had studied dentistry at 
Harvard University, in the United States» A 
house, 29 York street, was obtained, and the 
new hospital soon had a considerable dispen- 
sary for extractions and for plastic fillings. 
Shortly after its opening, the Duke of 
Marlborough became patron of the institu- 
tion. 


SCHOOL ESTABLISHED. 


In 1883 a school of dentistry in connection 
with the hospital was established, and in the 
following year the first two students entered. 
In 1884 Dr. R. Theodore Stack, the school’s 
lecturer in dental mechanics, was appointed 
Professor of Dentistry in the Royal College 
of Surgeons. The hospital was moved to 25 
Lincoln place in 1888, and in 1897 possession 


was taken of a new building erected on a site 


secured from Trinity College near the 
Medical Gate 


The hospital was a voluntary society up to 
January, 1899, when it was incorporated 
under the Companies Act, one of the results 
being that no profit can be made by any 
member who carries on the work of the hospi- 
tal.. Half the governors were elected by the 
subscribers, and the other half were repre- 
sentatives elected by the dental staff. 


Though constant replacements were made, 
the general equipment after thirty-four years 


required renewing. Grants made to the in- 


gtitution under the Sweepstakes Act enabled 
that to be done, another benefit resulting from 
the sweep grants being the installation ot an 
automatic electric lift, which is a matter of 
considerable advantage to patients. The up- 
to-date nature of the equipment was revealed 
to an Irish Times representative; who recently 
visited the hospital and saw the staff of 
students at work. Efficiency was in marked 
evidence, and the treatment of patients was 
proceeding smoothly. That additional accom- 
modation. is necessary was obvious from the 


very large number of people in the waiting 


rooms. 


THE WAY OUT.

extending back to 1718, when six Dublin 
surgeons, with the financial aid of their 
friends, gave free: treatment to poor patients 
in a house which they rented in Cook street, 
This service was so appreciated that ten years 
later a house large enough to accommodate 
fifty patients was secured at Inns quay. 
This house became known as the Charitable 
Infirmary. By 1756 it was treating 209 intern 
and 7,597 extern patients in the year. In 
1786 the site of the building was required for 
the Four Courts and the town house of Lord 
Charlemont in Jervis street was secured. In 
1792 the Governors obtained a Royal Charter. 
Subsequently a subscription list was opened,

and in 1803 a new hospital was erected on the 


site of the old. 
NEW HOSPITAL OPENED. 


In 1854 the Sisters of Mercy, who administer 
the hospital for the Governors, were intro- 
duced. Demands upon the services of the 
institution increased, and in 1887 what is 
virtually the present hospital was opened. In 
1910 a suitable extern department was added. 

There was further extension in 1919, new 
operating theatres being included, and in the 
last six years another wing was built, with 
pathological and biochemical laboratories and 
‘staff accommodation. A building with X-ray 
apparatus also was added, the total cost of the 
improvements being £27, 725. At present a 
school of nursing is nearing completion, and 
quarters for the uid servants are in course 
of erection, 

The new operating ‘theatres are of the rata, 
modern type. The hospital is particularly 
proud of its electrocardiograph which is of 
great value in the diagnosis of obscure heart — 
affections and in the prognosis of heart disease. .

In 1734 the hospital had ten beds. The 
physicians and surgeons gave their services 
free, and several apothecaries subscribed 
towards supplying medicines. Contributions 
enabled the beds to be increased to forty, and 
in 1738 an addition was made to the house, 
with ‘‘ conveniences for bathing and sweat- 
ing, ” as a result of a legacy from Captain 
‘Hayes. 


Since then the hospital has been extended 
from time to time. At present its wards are 
airy, pleasant and comfortable. Very heayy 
demands are made upon it, and, except when 
wards are closed for redecoration or other 
important reasons, every bed is occupied. It 
is now necessary to make extensions, and 
ground adjoining the building has been 
secured for that purpose. A nurses’ home alse 
is Bec needed. 


FINANCIAL POSITION.

3 Se poorest parts of Ireland are in the 
midst of the beautiful and romantic 
scenery of the Atlantic Coast. When the 
Countess of Dudley was Vicéreine of Ireland 
in 1903 she went round these remote districts, 
and was greatly distressed at the poverty of 
the people and at the suffering and many 


| deaths which could have been prevented. 


Realising that the greatest need was trained 
nurses to help the people in their homes, she 


thought out a scheme that would bring skilled 


knowledge to the women in child-birth, to 
the little ones and to those who were stricken 


- with illness or disease. Her appeal for funds 


brought a response that enabled her to employ 
four nurses, trained by the Queen’s Institute 
for District Nurses. The co-operation of 
priests and doctors proved invaluable, and 
now there are 42 districts provided with 
nurses. | | 


In 1920, on Lady Dudley’s death, 
Geraldine Countess of Mayo became Presi- 
dent of the Nursing Committee, and, under 
her guidance, the work has gone forward in 
spite of the increased cost for nurses, which 
is now £200 per annum, and the loss of

The original House of Industry was first o 
all maintained by yoluntary subscriptions, 
and, when. those shrunk, by Government 
crants. To it were committed poor and help- 
less men and women, vagrants, sturdy beggars 
and ‘‘ idle, strolling and disorderly women.”’ 
From 1772 it was a workhouse for almost the 
whole of Ireland. It was a mixture of work- 
house, penitentiary and hospital in which 
mixed the young and old, sane and mai, poor 
and wicked, with no separation of age, sex or 
kind, 

Hospital accommodation developed gradually. 
In 1774 there were wards for medical and 
surgical patients. In 1776 ten cells for 
lunatics were added. In 1803 the first of the 
buildings as they now. stand, the Hardwicke 
Hospital, was opened for fever patients. In 
1811 the Richmond. Hospital was opened for 
surgical patients. In 1817 the Whitworth 
Hospital was opened. It served firstly to 
supplement the accommodation for fever 
patients, an epidemic being in existence, and 
then as a medical hospital. : 

In 1838 the workhouse was separated from 
the infirmary, the former becoming the North 
Dublin Union and the latter retaining its title 
of Houses of Industry. -In 1857 the lunatic 
department was closed. That is an epitome 
of the institution’s development. The various 
hospitals took their titles from the Lords 
Lieutenant in office at the times of their re- 
spective openings. 

At present the Hardwicke is a fever 
hospital, the Richmond a surgical, and the 
Whitworth a medical. _There is also an 
auxiliary hospital for throat, nose. and ear 
cases. In the grounds of the Whitworth 
Hospital there are open-air wards for tuber- 
cular patients, these being self-contained, with 
their own kitchens, etc. In recent years the 
Board has taken over. St. John’s. Convent, 
adjoining the hospitals and formerly the old 
Carmichael School of Medicine, and equipped 
it throughout for the accommodation of 18 
male ‘and six female students.. Incidentally, 
the Hardwicke Hospital, from 1826 to 18350, 
was supplemented by a disused convent, while 
the original Richmond Hospital was also an 
old convent. 

In 1932 the number of intern patients was 
3,392, representing 81,673 bed-days, and of 
these 26,227 bed-days were occupied by free 
patients. Between five and six hundred 
persons are treated in the out-patients’ de- 
partment each week. | 

The senior surgeons are Messrs. A. A. 
McConnell, R. V. Slattery and M. P. Burke, 
while the senior physicians are Doctors F. C. 
Purser, L. Abrahamson and J. O’Connor. 

Instruction of students has always been a 
feature of the institution’s work in which con- 
siderable pride is taken. In an address to the 
students in 1885 we find William Thornley 


Stoker, one of the surgeons of the Richmond, © 


pointing out that “ there is no centre of 
medical education superior to Dublin, and few 
to equal it.”. Students from all the Irish

_had become a regular: performance, for in ' 


1781, it is recorded, the committee tried “' to 
change the annual play into a charity 
sermon.” In the end a concert was given, the 
music of Handel’s ‘‘Te Deum,” etc., being 
borrowed from Mercer’s Hospital. 

The Grand Jury presentment was increased 
to £600, donations were received in fair 
numbers, and in 1822 a new Meath Hospital 
was opened in Long lane. The fever epidemic 
of 1826 caused the committee to build sheds 
in the grounds for fever patients. In 1830 a 
dispensary was built. 

In 1866 the hospital treated 116 cholera 

patients in two months. Sheds for victims of 
the epidemic were. erected, but the average 
mortality was 51.5 per cent. A smallpox 
epidemic occurred in 1871-72, the mortality in 
that instance being 20.89 per cent. In the 
next couple of years the detached fever wards 
were erected. 
. A new wing was completed in 1888, and in 
1892 the Grand Jury increased their contribu- 
In 1896 a new 
detached block for the isolation of infectious 
cases was opened. Queen Victoria visited the 
hospital in 1900. 

Re-building and improvement were being 
recorded almost every year, while substantial 
donations were regularly received. In 1910 
the Routgen-ray installation was provided. 
During the War 626 sick or wounded soldiers 
were treated, and only four died. In 1923 
Mr. R. J..Duggan ran. a sweepstake for the 
hospital, which received £10,000. In 1931 
much bigger contributions, from the Hospi- 
tals’. Trust, commenced to be received. 

In the year ended 3lst March, 1932, the 
hospital admitted 1,708 patients, and 225 
patients were sent to the Convalescent Home 
at Bray. 


TREATMENT OF DEFORMITIES. 
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Work of Orthopedic Hospital. 
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IE Incorporated Orthopedic Hospital of

HE Irish Clean Milk Society. was founded 
seven years ago, having as its objective 
the improvement of Irish .milk and milk pro- 
ducts. The society also endeavours to educate 


the public as to the importance of a clean, 


wholesome milk supply. 
It might be imagined that: the realisation 


of the aims of the society would have been 
expedited by the-legislatars of an agricultural 
community. The delay in introducing legisla- 
tion by successive Governments of the Irish 
Free State has, however, been deplorable, 
causing much unfavourable comment among 
the educated community. . 

In October, 1932, the Parliamentary Sec- 
retary to the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health informed a deputation 
from the society that a Clean Milk Bill had 
been drafted, but he could hold out no hope 
of its being introduced at an early date. 
Later it was stated in the Dail that the bill 
would be introduced during the next autumn 
session. 

_ Although it bas so far failed to introduce 
legislation, the present Government has 
furthered the production of clean milk in a 
most practical way by voting £100,000 for the 
purpose of supplying. milk to the children of 
people in receipt of Home Assistance. One ° 
quarter of this large sum was allocated to the 
Dublin Union area, and the work of obtaining 


and distributing the milk was undertaken by | 


the Infant Aid Society, a body which has been 
most active during the twenty-two years of 
its existence in is SA disease amongst 
infants. 

ONLY THE BEST ACCEPTED: 

The Infant Aid Society invited tenders for 
850 gallons of milk daily, only milk of the 
best hygienic quality: .being accepted.

DEMAND FOR CLEAN MILK. 

The growing demand for clean, tubercle- 
freé milk has been a great encouragement to 
the best type of milk producer. Such pro- 
dueers are in urgent need of legislation to 
protect their good name: At present anyone 
supplying milk can give it any designation 
that he may consider alluring to the public.

“ Grade A,” which term. is su gestive that . 


the milk is of a high quality, ut in many 
cases a bacteriological “examination will 
quickly dispel the illusion. 

It should be remembered that in Great 


Britain “ Grade A ”’ denotes milk of the third 


quality, which “‘nced not be obtained. from 


tuberculin-tested herds. It is to be hoped that 
when the Trish Clean Milk Bill is passed a 


. more simple and descriptive system of desig- 


nating milk may be used than that at present 
in use in Great Britain. 


A PRODUCERS’ ASSOCIATION. 
~An association has been started in Dublin 
called the ‘‘ Tubercle-Free Milk-Producers’ 
Association ’’ to safeguard the interests of the 
producers of this type of milk. Members. of

“for by the Government, grant. The rest are 


part of the Society's own milk scheme, which 
was in operation long. before that of the 


Government... 
The milk is distributed through 24 dépots,

year 1,279,741 pint bottles were distributed 
free, and 59,455 were sold at reduced prices.

As its Irish name, Baile Atha 
Cliath, tells, it arose first beside a ford of 
hurdles across the River Liffey. * 

Old Dublin of Norse and Norman times is 


Trinity College, It stood on the area which 


| St. Patrick's Cathedrals, and the City Hall. 
Dublin Castle, now a hive of civil servants, 
was once the seat of power and famed for 
State receptions. Within its precincts is a 
fine Norman structure, the Bermingham 
Tower. 

Passing the City Hall, where are housed 
many old oil paintings of Lord Mayors of 
-the past, on the right is reached Christ 


| Church, which dates back to 1038. Many 


times reconstructed, the Crypt still preserves 
its antiquity, and contains many treasures, 
including a relic, the heart of St. Laurence 
O’Toole, Archbishop of Dublin. 

St. Patrick’s Cathedral, a short distance 
away, also of ancient foundation, recalls the 
name of Dean Swift and his biting satire, 
“ Gulliver’s Travels,” now become almost a 
fairy story to children. 

AN INTERESTING LIBRARY. 

When visiting St. Patrick’s, Archbishop 
Marsh’s Library, as it was 200 years ago, 
also should be seen. Across the Liffey, and 
after visiting the ‘‘ Four Courts,” St. 


Michan’s Church is a place to see. Hore

out making some tour of its famed places, or

includes Dublin Castle, Christ Church and 


dead bodies, owing to desiccative properties 
in the vaults, have been preserved for 
centuries. Two of these bodies are those of 
the Sheares brothers, officers in the French 
Army sent to arouse rebellion in Ireland, 
who were captured and executed. 

Other places of note are the Gallery of 
Modern Art in Parnell square, where also 
Rodin’s sculpturés are now being exhibited, 
and where is an empty room, pathetic wit- 
ness to the absence of Sir Huge Lane’s be- 
quest pictures temporarily retained at the 
Tate Gallery, London. The National 
Gallery, in Merrion square, has a remark- 
able collection of old masters. 

In Kildare street, on either side of ‘Leinster 
House, the seat of the two Houses of the 
Oireachtas (the Free State Parliament), aro 
the National Museum, a veritable treasure 
of Irish antiquities, and the National 
Library, with its handsome reading room. 

The Royal Irish Academy, near by, is a 
place of resort to all the learned bodies of 
the world. Some of the rarest of MSS. are 
to be found in ite library. Another note- 
worthy Library is that of Trinity College, 
where a precious work of Gaelic monks, the 
Book of Kells, is housed. The Botanical 
Gardens, on the north side of Dublin, con- 
tain splendid aboricultural and horticultural 
collections. 

THE PARK. 

Phoenix Park, 1,760 acres in extent, is part 
of the city, in which deer herd within sight 
of trams, Fine polo playing is to be wit- 
nessed in the park. 

One may experience the novelty of cross- 
ing the Liffey by a bridge which is broader 
than it is long, by goimg over O’Connell 
Bridge, connecting pa thoroughfares, 
north and south. 

There are five thankies in Dublin. For 
entertainment seldom seen outside, the Abbey 
Theatre and the Gate Theatre programmes 
should be noticed. Native Irish drama is 
produced on both stages. 

The other theatres are the Gaiety Theatre, 
with sometimes grand opera, musical comedy 
and drama; the Theatre Royal, and the 
Queen’s, variety and pictures, and the 
Olympia, variety. The principal cinemas are 
the Capital, Metropole, Savoy, Grand Central, 
Corinthian and Grafton. 

Going from the last to reach the north sido 
of the city. is passed, at the corner of Dame 
street, the Bank of Ireland, formerly the 
House of Parliament, and here can be seen 
the ancient House of Lords, unchanged since 
Grattan, the Irish orator, spoke from the 


floor of its House of Commons, which has 


long since disappeared. 


OUTSIDE THE CITY. 

Where to go, having seen Dublin, is a 
matter which time and circumstances will de- 
cide for many.- There will be a welcome 
everywhere, and, north, south, east or west, 
long and short tours are ‘elvartised. 

Going South and keeping to the East coast, 
several side resorts invite a stay. Before 
the city confine is passed by rail or road, the 
fine facade of the Royal Dublin Society's 
buildings at Ballsbridge attracts attention. 
Doubtless, many members of the British 
Medical Association will remain in Ireland 
in order to visit its famous Horse Show next 
month. In two ways this great Show is an 
international centre. The fame of Irish 
thoroughbred horses attracts buyers from all

contests have drawn competitors from the 
armies of many nations and both hemispheres. 
DUN LAOGHAIRE. 

On this route the next important place. is 
Dun Laoghaire. It was guarded in ancient 
days by the port of King Laoghaire, who 
had himself buried erect and facing the 
habitual path of his traditional foe. When 
the little port became a big harbour its name 
was changed to Kingstown, in memory of 
George IV., who took a holiday in Ireland 
when things were not too pleasant for him at 
home. 

In 1911 the mame Dun Laoghaire was 
reverted to and is generally pronounced 
“ Dunleary,”” which was the old Anglicised 
form. The town is a well-favoured health 
resort and a famous yachting place, where at 
times the biggest racers afloat come to com- 
pete in its regattas.

MARY’S ORTHOPAEDIC HOSPITAL, 
s. Cappagh, Finglas, County Dublin, has 226 
beds, and is under the ¢are’of the Irish Sisters 
of Charity. In its spacious grounds of some 


sixty acres the hospital provides pleasant 


vistas of a wide stretch of country, extending 
far down to the Wicklow Hills. In general it 
is planned on a single-storey system, with the 
exception of the theatre, administration and 
kitchen blocks. 

Each ward js so constructed that its front 
wall can be thrown-almost entirely open. The 
rouf 1s. continued forward as a vitaglass 
veranda, und the floor is continued in an ex- 
tensive sweep of concrete as a solarium. The 
patients spend their time, day and night, 
winter and summer, either under the veranda . 


roof or more usually beyond it, on the | 


solarium. The wards themselves, which can 
be heated, are used chiefly for the acclitnatien: 
tion of new patients to the open-air life, the 


examination of patients, and as a very 


temporary refuge in very inclement. weather. 

For the rapid transport of the patients into 
and out of the solarium, to catch the sunshine 
and miss the showers, specially easily-wheeled 
beds are provided. In the summer months 
sunshades are attached to the top end of the 
bed for the banna of the ere head 
and eyes. .

LTHOUGH within a few minutes’ walk 

of the Dublin-Dun Laoghaire tramway 
the Monkstown Hospital is in a quiet situa- 
tion. It consists of a handsome group of 
buildings, which house 25 beds and three 
“private wards. There is a medical and surgical 
_ dispensary, and dental, X-ray, ultra-violet 
ray and massage departments. 


Last year 694 patients were treated in the 


dispensary, attendances for dréssings number- 
ing 5,236. Operations numbered 150; dental 
operations 154; massage treatments 1,861; 
radiographic and ultra-violet ray treatments 
286. Accident and urgent cases are admitted 
to the hospital at all hours. 

Records of the hospital go back to 1812 when 
it was “called the Rathdowney Dispensary, 
though a charity distinct from poor law 


‘institutions. A hospital for serious cases was 


built in 1833 and later a compact dispensary 
was opened in the grounds.

The “institution was established in 1869. 


Certain people, being dissatisfied with. the 
treatment afforded in the public charitable 
infirmaries, called a public meeting to discuss 
plans for the formation of a new hospital. A 
house, No. 43 Bride street, was rented and 
equipped as a hospital with fourteen beds. 
The hospital was supported by voluntary 
subscriptions and donations, and all regular 
subscribers of one penny a week were entitled 
to admission. Annual subscribers of one 
pound were entitled to recommend patients, 
who were not weekly ‘subscribers. Six 
honorary physicians were appointed, among 
them being Robert J. Graves, whilst John T. 
Kirby and Maurice Colles -were appointed 
honorary surgeons. Clinical instruction was 
given in the wards to the students of the 
Ledwich School of Medicine. : 
CLOSING AND RE-OPENING. 


Unfortunately, in 1848, owing to lack of 
support, due probably to the distress caused 
by the famine, the governors were compelled 
to close the hospital. After paying off the 
debts the remainder of the money was funded 
in the name of Richard Cave. 

In the year 1850 a meeting of clergymen 
was convened in the hope that the under- 
taking might be resumed. A committee was 
appointed to raise the necessary funds. So 
successful were they, that in 1857 they were 
able“%o purchase the tenant interest in houses 
24-26 Peter street, which were at once fitted 
up as a hospital with seventy-five beds. In the 
following year two adjacent. houses were pur- 
chased, and the stables at their rear converted 
into fever wards, the hospital being thus 


enlarged to afford accommodation for one. 


hundred and twenty patients. 

In the year following 1874 donations and 
bequests began to come in rapidly, so the 
Board were enabled to build the block of 
buildings which now constitutes the main 
surgical section, and a few years later one of 
the adjacent houses was pulled down and a 
spacious nurses’ home erectod. 
INTERESTING OPERATING THEATRE. 

The original operatmg theatre, which now 
forms part of the pathological section, had a 
flagged floor with open channels and a metal 
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necessary anesthetic and washing-up rooms, 
It is floored in terrazzo, and the walls aré 
large marble slabs. It was one of the first 
theatres. to place the students with their 
backs to the light thus enabling them to see 
what the operator was doing, Considering sts 
age_of over thirty years it is still thoroughly 


_ efficient. i 


The steam laundry and boiler-house occupy 
the site of the old Ledwich School of Medi 
cine, and were erected when that body became 
merged in the schools of surgery controlled by 
the Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland 
' The hospital now contains 169 beds, and 
has special departments for treatment by 
X-ray, electricity, sunlight, massage, ' basal] 
metabolish and electrocardiograph. Last year 
2,035 cases were admitted to the wards and 
1,572 operations were performed. The nurses’ 
home contains accommodation for seventy- 
four nurses, and there is also a residency for 
seven students. aaa ; 

In addition’ to the two thousand patients 
treated annually.in the wards there is an out 
patient department, unsurpassed by any 
other in the city, the attendances thereat last 
year totalling over 47,000. 


TREATMENT COSTS MORE. 


Owing to the advances in medical science 
and the consequent increase in the cost of 
treatment, for several years past the expendi 
ture has been over £2,000 in excess of income 
Up to the time of the Great War no effort 
was made to obtain payment from patients. 
but since then the Board has been compelled 
to ask such patients as are able to contribute 
something towards their maintenance. — Last 
year the sum of £5,500 was thus obtained 
from patients, ) 

Having regard to the large number of 
pat.ents coming from the neighbourhood 
round the hospital, who cannot afford to pay 
anything, it would be impossible to expect any 
considerable increase in the sums received 
from paying patients, and thus the larger 
burden must still fall on the charitably 
disposed. 

For the last three successive years nurses 
of the Adelaide Hospital have won the gold 
medal at the examination held by the Dublin

T. JOSEPH’S ORTHOPADIC HOSPI- 
TAL is situated near the shores of far- 
famed Derravaragh in picturesque and beauti- 
ful surroundings. From a health and scenic 
point of view the locality in which it stands 
is unsurpassed. It is three miles from Float 
Station (G.S.R.) and 56 miles from Dublin. 
The hospital at present has accommodation 
fot 92 patients, and for the last four years 
there seldom has been a vacant bed. When 
extensive additions are made out of the funds 
allotted by the Irish Hospitals’ Trust, there 
will be beds for 110 boys and 60 girls.

FIVE INSTITUTIONS. 


| 


QO F the five hospitals in Limerick City, two 
are situated in “ Old Limerick ’’—the 
Irishtown and Englishtown districts, which 
are famed for the part that they took in the 
sieges of Limerick. 

In point of age St. John’s Hospital, as it 
has been known for many years, takes first 
place. -Originally. a fever hospital, it was 
founded by Lady Hartstonge, and established 
by an Act of the Irish Parliament in 1780. 
The ancient guard-house of the Citadel of 
St. John was converted into a hospital, and 
inscriptions picked up from the ruins of the 
old city walls are to be seen in the hospital 
itself. an : 

In the course of time the institution became 
non-existeat, and in 1886 the then Roman 


Catholic Bishop of Limerick took over the- 


premises and put the Sisters of the Little 
Company of Mary in charge of St. John’s 
Hospital, as it was now called. It has since, 
uninterruptedly, carried on the work of a 
general hospital. The resident medical officer 
is Dr. Bridget Crawford. 

Various improvements have been made as 
the result of Hospital Sweepstake grants, in- 
cluding an X-ray department, a new sanitary 


block, etc. 


BARRINGTON'S HOSPITAL. 
Barrington's Hospital, a handsome struc- 
ture in cut-stone, was founded in 1851 by Sir 


Joseph Barrington, Bart., and his sons at 


a cost of £10,000. 

' In addition to the hospital, which is 
situated at George’s’ quay, on the site of the 
old main guard-house, the second baronet, Sir 
Matthew Barrington, resolved in 1837 on a 
further plan to help the poor of the city, and 
at the same time provided funds towards the 
maintenance of the hospital. This was in the 
form of a Mont de Piété, or loan office, which 
he founded on the plan of those in Italy, 
France and Belgium. The Mont de Prété, 


which was close to the hospital, fell into decay 


in the course of time, and was finally de- 
molished in 1884. CG 
-With the ‘‘ sweep ” grants so far allotted 
to the: hospital, extensive building and 
general reconstruction works are being carried 
out and further are in contemplation...

COUNTY INFIRMARY. 


_ The County Infirmary in Mulgrave street 
was built in 1811 at. a cost of £7,000. Since 


then the county has. made annual grants 


of from £600 to £1,500 for the maintenance 


of county patients, and the upkeep of the © 


infirmary, which, .from time to time, has 
been assisted by private benefactions, - 
It is a hospital for surgical cases. The

GYMNASIUM and swimming bath in 
which children with weak limbs are 
taught to exercise them under conditions 
which make it appear as a game is one of the 
most interesting portions of the Children’s 
Hospital, Temple street, Dublin. 

The hospital began its career as St. 
Joseph’s Infirmary at Upper Buckingham 
street, the work of the institution and the 
collecting of funds being carried out by a 
band of young ladies. Subsequently the 
Governors approached the Irish Sisters of 
Charity with a view to their taking over the 
little infirmary. The Mother General of the 
Order at once acceded to their request, and 
four sisters were appointed to the new 
foundation in 1876. 

Three years later the lease of this very in- 
adequate home expired, and, by means of a 
bequest from a Mr. Richard Simpson, the 
present house in Temple street was pur- 
chased. It was a fine house, standing in an 
acre of land with the usual stable at the rear, 
and, owing to the-fact that the Sisters had to 
vacate their old home before the new one was 
quite ready to be occupied, it was in these 
same stables that they were forced to settle 
for the first three months of their stay. 


The Children’s Hospital was formally 
opened in June, 1879. Official recognition of 
the good work followed in September, when 
a grant of £100 per annum was made to it by 
the Corporation of Dublin. The number of 
beds available rose from: twenty-one in 1879 
to ninety in 1898 and to 130 in 1932. In 
1879 the number of patients admitted was 
151. By 1923 it had imcreased to 1,400, by 
1932 the.number was 2,369. | 

A perfectly equipped dispensary was added 
in 1916, and last year the number of out- 
patients treated in this department was 
44,599, representing an average weekly atten- 
dance of. 858 children... Improvement alter 
improvement has been. made until to-day, in 
medical and surgical wards, with adjoining 
sun-balconies, operating theatres, X-ray, 
massage and light departments, the hospital 
has equipment for the most modern treatment 
of children’s diseases. . ie

-. BEDFORD ROW HOSPITAL. 

A maternity’ hospital was opened in 
Nelson street in the year 1812. Some years 
later the institution was removed to Bedford 
row, where it has since remained for tho 
reception of patients, particularly the poor 
of the city and county, The work of. tho 
hospital is very highly valued, and through 
the instrumentality of the Sweepstakes the 
institution is to be extended and child wel- 
fare and kindred schemes developed. - 

The City Home and Hospital is included in 
the buildings of the old Limerick Work- 
house.

Health Board, projected a 
hospital for the treatment of acute medical 
and surgical cases, and for that purpose the 
re-building of the old fever hospital was car- 
ried to completion a few months ago.

Teachers are 
requested to place these children in the front 
row of the class and to see that they sit upright 
and are not allowed to stoop over their work. 

A list of all children for whom glasses have 
been ordered is sent to the teachers, with a 
request that they insist that they wear them 
constantly, and that they be sent to the clinic 
in the afternoon if the glasses require repairs. 

ARTIFICIAL EYES. - 

Artificial eyes have been supplied to 20 
children, and glasses to 6,517. 

Children with ear trouble to the number of 
441 have had treatment. Special ionisation 

clinics have been started for children with 
discharging ears. 

Dental treatment (radical and conservative) 
has been given to 28,287 children, extractions 
under general anesthetics at the dental and 
other hospitals, and extractions under local 
anesthetics and fillings at the clinies..

.CONVALESCENT HOME. , 

i Children found suffering from anemia and 
malnutrition are~recommended to Cheevers- 
town Convalescent Home in the summer ; 600 
have been admitted since the inception of the 
scheme. The Home, which is. beautifully 
situated facing the Dublin Mountains, is open 
from March till November, and is in charge 
of a matron, who is a fully qualified nurse. 

Children under eight years of age are 
admitted to the Home and remain from two to 
four weeks, in all cases returning greatly im- 
proved. by the change of air and good food. 
They are taught personal hygiene, games and 
singing, and are fully provided with clothes 
during their stay. In cases where their own 
are very poor they are sida with outfits 
when leaving. 

School meals are in operation in 70 of the 
schools throughout the city. In some cases 
the meals are supplied on the school premises 
and in others they are provided in a, hall or 
canteen in the neighbourhood. 

When children who, during inspection, have 
been found with defects, are recommended for 
treatment and fail to attend for same, the 
school nurse visits the homes and induces the 
parents to comply with the medical officers’ 
suggestions. 

An average of 8,000 visits are paid annually. 


CORK SCHOOL OF MEDICINE. 


Past and Present 
Institutions. 


(BY PROFESSOR D. P. FITZGERALD, B.A.., 
M.B., UNIVERSITY COLLEGE, CORK.) 


Ts City and County of Cork have always 
been noted for many names of high re- 
pute in the medical profession. The late Sir 
Charles Cameron, in his history of the College 
of Surgeons in Ireland, says: ‘‘ A family of 
physicians migrated from Galway to Cork, 
where they became so celebrated as doctors 
that down to the middle of the eighteenth 
century the following was a common saying 
in reference to a supposed incurable case: 
Ni Leighbis Fiobd Callanan Seine, which, 
translated, means that even a Callanan could 
not cure him,”’ 

The earliest record we can find of the public 
appointment of a qualified doctor is for the 
year 1626, when the Cork Corporation invited 
Mr. Patrick Meade, a ‘‘ doctor of physic, to. 
practice in the city, granting him the sum of 
£10 a year for his skill as a doctor, to pay the 
rent of his house, and also on account of his 
pedigree, “he being a child born of this 
city.’’ 

PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 

Before the establishment of the State- 
endowed Queen’s College in 1845 and its open- 
ing four years later, the city was equipped 
with some medical schools under private 
ownership. These schools, though faced with 
the alluring attractions of Trinity College, the 
College of Surgeons, and the Apothecaries’ 
Hall, were attended by a large number 
of students from all parts of Munster, many 
of whom rose to high ranks in the profes- 
sion. 

Ben earliest “ recognised ”’ medical school 

Cork was that associated with the South 
aes one of the city hospitals. Here 
regular lectures on the medical curriculum 
were given, and the courses of instruction 
were approved by most of the licensing 
corporations. In connection with the anatomy 
course a dissecting room was provided on the 
old Blackrock road. ~~ : 

In 1812 ‘Dr. John Weodroofte: conducted a 
private mediéal academy in Cove street, in the } 
south suburbs, where a ‘course of practical © 


anatomy was also given. The teaching staff 
included the proprietor, for Anatomy and 
Physiology ; Dr. E. R. Townsend for Surgery ; 
Vr. Charles Haines for Medicine; Dr.. H. 
Evanson for Materia Medica, and Dr. Thomas 
Taylor for Botany. 

In 1928 Woodrooffe’s School was trans- 
ferred to Warren’s place (now Parnell’s 
place), and some eight years later, having by 
this time received full recognition from the 
licensing bodies, it became known as the Cork 
School of Anatomy, Medicine and: Surgery, 
under the management of Dr.. Wherland. 
Wherland’s School, as it was usually called, 
had a very high and deserved reputation, and 
with an average roll of 90 students played an 
important part in medical education up to the 
year 1844, when it ceased to exist. 

Another well-known old Cork medical school 
was that established by Dr. Henry Caesar, on 


the South Mall, in the year 1828, under the 


title of the Cork Recognised School of 
Medicine. This school gained official recogni- 
tion before that of Wherland, and survived 
for about ten years after the establishment of 
the Queen’s College. | 

THE QUEEN’S COLLEGE. | 

Familiarly known as the ‘‘ Q.C.C.,’’ the 
Queen’s College was established by Act of 
Parliament in 1845, and during the following 
year statutes were framed determining its con- 
stitution and government, but for the founda- 
tion of an Arts School only. Some few years 
later, however, statutory provisions. were 
made for the establishment of a medical 
school. 

In 1849 the college was opened. for students, 
under the presidency of Sir Robert Kane. In 
the following year the Queen’s University / 
was instituted, but only as an examining 
corporation. This university was not a 
popular success for many reasons, and during 
its régime till the year 1879, when it was 
succeeded by the Royal University of Ireland, 
the majority of the medical students attend- 
ing the Q.C.C. sought their diplomas else- 
where, and notably in Edinburgh. The 


advent of the Royal University attracted an 
appreciable increase of candidates for medical |: 


diplomas, but not to the extént anticipated.

The most active worker for the College in 
its early days was John Stearne, a Senior 
Fellow of Trinity College, who hed studied 
medicine in Cambridge, and who was granted 
by the Board special facilities for the.

Trinity College made a grant of a building, - 
adjacent to the college, for the purpose of a 


residence for himself, and also as a meeting | 


place for the physicians. 

This building, ' Trinity Hall, had been 
built on “ Hogges Green ’’ as a bridewell for 
the city, but had not been so used, and about 
forty years before it had been given to 
Trinity College by the City Fathers as a 
** schoole howse.” At the Restoration the 
arrangements which had been made during 
the Commonwealth were ratified; Stearne 
was appointed President of the College of 
Physicians for his life, and Trinity Hall was 
secured to the physicians so long as they 
allowed the final election of. their president 
to be made by the Board of Trinity College. 
In 1667 King Charles II. granted the 
physicians a charter confirming these 
arrangements, and | 
physicians who, together with John Stearne, 
should constitute the college. 


TRINITY'S MEDICAL SCHOOL. 


The College thus constituted was in reality 

the Medical School of Trinity College; for 
up to that time Trinity had almost altogether 
neglected the faculty of medicine. Provost 
Bedell, writing in 1628, had described 
Trinity College as ‘‘one poor colledg of 
divines.”’ 


Various evidences of the teaching activities : 


of the new college have survived. A MS. 
copy of a lecture on anatomy. delivered by 
Sir William Petty, who was one of the 
Fellows nominated in the Charter of Charles 
II., is preserved among the Petty Papers, 
and there is in the college an interesting 


account of bills paid on behalf of a dissec-~ 
tion carried out by some of the Fellows of | 


the college, 

For a time the arrangement with Trinity 
College worked well, but after the death of 
the King troubles arose in connection with 
the appointment of a President of the College 
of Physicians, and the agreement made at 
the foundation of the College was broken. 
Trinity 
College, and in 1692 a new charter was 
granted to the physicians by William and 
Mary, constituting the King and Queen’s 
College of Physicians in Ireland. 

The most influential Fellow of the College 
at this time was Sir Patrick Dun, a native 
of Aberdeen, who had studied medicine on 
the Continent, and who had come to Ireland 
in the service of the Duke of Ormonde. It 
was probably due to Dun’s influence that the 
college was able to get its new charter, grant- 
ing it much wider powers than had been 
given under the Charter of Charles II. 

The two colleges, having separated, almost 
at once entered into a new agreement where- 
by the Fellows of the College of Physicians 
became the medical examiners in Trinity 
College, and in return they gave special 
privileges to graduates in medicine of the 
University. When, in 1711, Trinity College 
opened a School of Medicine, all those who 
were appointed on the teaching staff were 
closely connected with the College of 
Physicians.

SECURING A HOME,

Up to 1760 the number of Fellows was 
strictly limited to fourteen, and only those 
persons who had graduated in medicine in 
the University of Dublin, and who had con- 
sequently been examined by the Fellows of 
the College of Physicians, were elected to the 
fellowship. In the following year the 
college obtained statutory power to increase 
the number of Fellows by admitting ‘‘ into 
the fellowship of their bedy such and so 
many Other learned Doctors of Physic... 
as the said college shall judge. necessary,” 
but for many years the addition made to the 
number of Fellows was very small. 

In 1800 the School of Physic Act limited 
the fellowship to graduates of the Univer- 
sities of Dublin, Oxford and Cambridge, un- 
less the number of Fellows fell to six, when 
the limitation might be dispensed with. At 
the same time, however, all religious dis- 
abilities were removed, By an Act passed in 
1862 (25 Vic. C. 15), licentiates of the 
college, irrespective of university degrees, 
were declared to be eligible as Fellows. 


A GRADE OF MEMBERS. 


In 1878 the college obtained a supplemental 
charter which established a grade of members 
in addition to that of Bicentiates, and sub- 
sequently, as specifically stated in a supple- 
mental charter of 1905, candidates for the 
Fellowship had first to become members of 
the college. By another supplemental charter 
granted in 1890 the name of the college had 
been changed from the King and Queen’s 
College of Physicians in Ireland to that of the 
Royal College of Physicians of Ireland.

THE CORK SCHOOL OF MEDICINE 
TO-DAY. 


This year marks the silver jubilee of 
University College as a constituent college of 
the National University of Ireland, and it is of 
interest to note that about half a century ago 
the British Medical Association held their 
annual meeting in Cork, the venue being the 
old Queen’s College, whose beautiful grounds 
were the scene of many social functions during 
a week still in the memory of many matured 
Corkonians. 

During the period of transition from the 
régime of the Royal University, fraught with 


| difficult financial and constructional problems, 


and also for the first decade of its new career, 
the Cork College was ably piloted by Presi- 
dent Windle, who, on his retirement in 1919, 
had placed the entire institution in a highly 
Among his 
many innovations and improvements was the 
establishment of a Dental Faculty. Under 
the guidance of the present President, Dr. 
Merriman, still further advance has been 
made in the equipment of the medical school, 
especially in the Pathological and Physio- 
logical Departments. 

The medical school occupies only a small 
part of the college buildings, and consists of 
one block on the western side of and beyond 
the quadrangle. Here are housed the various 
activities of the Medical Faculty, except the 
Chemical, Physical and Biological Depart- 
ments. The medical block was originally 
intended to be connected with the quadrangle, 
and this intention is expressed to-day in some 
projecting and undressed stones to be seen 
at its northern end.

2 exhibitions, each of £15, in clinical medicine 
and clinical surgery respectively ; a Blayney 
scholarship of £30, 3 dental scholarships of 
£20 each, 1 post-graduate scholarship to 
enable a student to work for the travelling 
studentship offered by the University, the 
Charles Gold Medal for anatomy and 
physiology, the Pearson Medal for surgery, 
and the Cork Graduates’ Club gold medal. 

In addition to these, the students of the 
school are eligible to compete for the 
travelling studentship in anatomy, physiology 
and pathology, and for the Hutchinson- 
Stewart scholarships in anatomy and 
physiology, offered by the National Univer- 
sity of Ireland. 

There are several institutions in the city 
available for clinical purposes, the staff of 
many of them including one or more of the 
professors and lecturers of the college. 


THE STAFF. 


The teaching staff of the medical school 
consists of 9 professors, 7 lecturers and 17 


assistants or demonstrators. But, though its 


housing is small and uniunposing compared 
with the other buildings of the college, the 
Medical Faculty has always played a 
prominent part in every phase of college life. 
In most of the provincial towns and cities 
of England, in the mining districts of Wales, 
in the British Army, Navy and Colonial 
Services, are to be found medical men who 
are proud to own: as their Alma Mater tho 
old Queen’s or University College, Cork.

The Aut Even Hospital, 
‘UT EVEN HOSPITAL, situated about 
about two miles from Kilkenny, 1s one 
of the best equipped private hospitals in 
Great Britain and Ireland. The Irish words 
Aut Even mean pleasant place, and the situa- 
tion of the hospital amply justifies that 
description of it. It stands on an elevated 
plateau and commands a delightful prospect 
of river and woodland scenery. A mural 
tablet in the vestibule records that the 
hospital was erected by Ellen Odette, wife of 
the fourth Earl of Desart, in memory of her 
brother-in-law, Captain the Hon. Otway 
Frederick Seymour Cuffe.

The protracted na ot 
epidemic attracted widesprea 
epidemiological circles, and it may be of 
interest to give a few figures to indicate briefly 
the nature and extent of the outbreak. : 
Before 1919 the occurrence of the disease 
was within very moderate limits. The average 
number of cases per annum for a period of ten | 
years previously was 48, equivalent to a rate 
of 0.62 per 1,000 of the population. From 
1919 to 1930 there was an enormous increase in. 


the average number of cases to 399 per annum, |. 


and in the rate per 1,000 to the figure of 5.17, 
The ninefold increase in the intensity of the 
disease was out of all proportion to what was 
occurring elsewhere, and brought to Cork the- 
unenviable distinction of a higher diphtheria 
rate than practically any ote city. in the | 


world. ‘ 


INTENSE IMMUNISATION. 

The most curious feature of the epidemic 
was its persistence. Needless to say, every 
known method had been applied to deal with 
it—notification, isolation, quarantine of-con-: 
tacts, etc.—without any apparent material 
effect. The disease pursued its course, cases 
continued to occur, many children died and 
were dying from it, and great uneasiness pre- 
vailed everywhere. 

It was in these circumstances ‘that active 
immunisation was* introduced as being the 
only method likely to be of permanent value 
in checking the disease. It is now some two- 
and-a-half years since immunisation . was” 
adopted, «and one can unhesitatingly say that 
it has been an unqualified success. From an 
average of 399 cases per year the figure 
dropped to 288 in 1931 and to 85 in 1932, the 
latter being equivalent to a rate of 1 per 1,000 
of the population. : 

During the period 1919-1930 no lee than 377 
children died from diphtheria (an average of 
31 deaths per year), while in 1951 the Loo i 
was 24, ‘and in 1932 it was 16. 


STRIKING REDUCTION. 

These figures reveal in a striking way - the 
benefits which have followed the introduction 
of immunisation, but there is another aspect 
of the question which is not without interest, 
the material saving which has been effected. 

On the basis of the notifications for the pre- 
immunisation years the number of cases of ' 
diphtheria which might have been normally 
expected in Cork last year was 380. Actually 
85 such cases occurred. Assuming the con- 
servative estimate of £7 for treatment and 
maintenance of each cdse, it will be seen that | 
the actual saving in hard ‘cash which has been - 
effected amounts to over £2,000, which, for a 
city the size of Cork, is quite a material 
figure. 

With the subsidence of the acute phase of 
the epidemic there has been a falling off in the. 
numbers of children treated, which is a pity, 
because there is no doubt that if a sufficient 
proportion of. the child population could be 
maintained in an immune condition the 
disease would never re- gs in epidemic 
form. 

To date, over 6 800 shitediens have received 
the full course of treatment, and 1,150 have 
been partially treated. Immunisation has 
now been established on a permanent basis as 
part of the routine work of the Public Health 
Department, and it will be interesting to note 
its influence on the future incidence of 
diphtheria. There-is no doubt that it is one 
of the most outstanding achievements in the 
science of preventive medicine. 


SCHOOL INSPECTION. 

In the matter of school medical inspection 
Cork claims a pre-eminent position in this 
country, being the first local authority to 
adopt a scheme aiming at the improvement of 
the health of school children. The school 
medical service in the city has been in exist- ©

CHILD WELFARE. 
The Public Health Departn 
almost entirely responsible for the administra- 


tion of the child welfare “service which for 


many years was carried on by the Cork Child 


| Welfare League, a body to which the citizens 
generally are greatly indébted for their valu- 
| able work, and which ‘still carries the volun- 


tary side of the work. - 

_ There has been a great development it in this 
branch of the public health services since it 
was taken over by the Corporation, and a 
whole-time medical officer provided. The 
child welfare clinics have become quite 
popular, and the attendance of mothers and 
children has increased - manifold — the 


past two or three years. 


Hitherto the general trend of public health 
legislation has been to improve the environ- 
ment of the individual by the provision of 


proper sanitation, wholesome water and decent 


living conditions, so far as _ practicable. 
Nowadays the State tries to bring more 
directly to the individual himself the benefits 
of the more recent advances of medical know- 
ledge in the preventive sphere. The subjects 
touched upon above are some of those con- 
cerned, and indicate the manner in which 
these benefits are brought to the people.

WELFARE OF THE BLIND. 
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ISCREASED baoite to sightless people : 


in the country, who are greatly apprecia- 
tive of the interest shown in them, is brought 
by the visitors from the National Council for 
the Welfare of the Blind in Ireland, which 
was formed in March, 1931. 

Its chief objects, briefly put, are:—(1) 
Supporting, in every possible way, any 
measures taken for the prevention of blind- 
ness; (2) appointing and training home 
visitors and teachers to visit and teach the 
blind in their own homes; (3) promoting the 
formation of local county committees; (4) 
promoting the display and sale of articles 
made by the blind, and (5) collecting infor- 
mation regarding the conditions of the blind, 
their numbers, location in the country, etc, 

The National Council in no way super- 
sedes the work of the local Blind Welfare 
Schemes administered by the Boards of 
Health, but aims at co-operation with them, 
and with those institutions and societies 
already at work. 

One fully qualified home teacher is now

demand for their n.. by the general public 
is not increased. | * 
_ Public bodies, such as hospitals and schools 
have a moral duty to obtain milk for their 
inmates which is safe and clean. By doing 
this they set a proper example to the public. 
Medical practitioners can also do a great deal 
of good by informing their patients as to who 
is able to supply them with suitable milk. 
The annual-cost of providing a large hospital 
with clean milk from tuberculin-tested herds 
is very considerable, so that when accepting 
tenders, boards of hospitals should beware 
lest their zeal for economy lead them astray. 
Most of the Dublin hospitals have effected 
great improvements in their milk supply 
during recent years. 
BOTTLED MILK. 

A large quantity of milk is sold in bottles 
in Dublin, this being the most hygienic 
method of distribution. Some of this milk is 
from tuberculin-tested herds and is not treated 
by heat. It is of a very high degree of 


bacterial purity, keeping fresh for over 48 
- hours, even in the summer. 


Bacterial counts 


have shown that: this kind of bottled milk 


often contains under 5,000 bacteria per c.c. 


The main bulk of the bottled milk in Dublin 


is pasteurised milk. At present there are no 


laws regulating the type of pasteurising 
apparatus to be used, or the length of time or 


‘the degree of heat which must be employed. 


The chief firms supplying this type of milk 
have realised “in the last year that the 
pasteurisation of milk cannot be efficiently 
performed without bacteriological control, not 
only of the plant, but also of the supplicrs 
of the raw milk. 

Certain firms are spending much money in 
improving their plants, which are of the 
“ holder ’’ type, and are undertaking bacterio- 
logical examination of the milk supplied to 
them by the farmers. Their intention, which 
is a good one, is to penalise farmers who send 
in dirty milk and in the case of a persistent 


offender they have decided to refuse to accept 


his milk. 
RECENT IMPROVEMENT. 
It has been found that the Prescott and 


Breed microscopic method of examining milk 
“is economical and reliable for this purpose. 


The improvement in the milk supply has 
been very great recently, and it is to be hoped 
that the improvement will continue, so that 
in a short time the Irish milk supply will 
rival that of any other country.
